THE NEW BOWDITCH." 


Tue revision of Bowditch’s Navigator, by Commander 
Cooper and Captain Chandler, acting under the Bureau of 
Navigation, bas recently been cumpleted and placed upon 
the market, being obtainable in the same manner as other 
publications of the Hydrographic Office. The acquisition 
by the Bureau of the vopyright of this work some years ago, 
gave an opportunity for its improvement which was quickly 
geen, and which would undoubtedly have been earlier em- 
braced had financial considerations permitted. The new 
edition will be all the more welcome from the long delay 
which has ensued, and we are pleased to note that great im- 
provement has been made iu the typographical appearance 
of the book: its size and shape have also-been slightly al- 
tered, making it more handy for daily use. Much of the 
matter of the earlier editions, having in reality no practical 
bearing upon the subjects mentioned in the title, has been 
expunged. While the slight elementary treatise on Decimal 
Fractions, Geometry, etc., has been relegated to the appen- 
dix; both of which measures are decided improvements. It 
seems to us, however, that the description of the Plane 
Seale, Gunter’s Scale, etc., might well have found an appro- 
priate place in the same portion of the work. For certainly 
it seems impossible that these instruments are ever used by 
the most intense rule-of-thumb navigator of the present 
day. 

A singular omission in tae description of the various ap- 
pliances for measuring the ship’s way through the water is 
thatjof the Bliss Log; that being the standard type issued by 
the Bureau, and which certainly should have been noticed 
in‘such a publication as this, On the subject of the Mari- 
ner’s Compass, there is given a sufliciently extended 
account of the various errors to which it is 
subject to enable the learner to grasp the idea 
of semi-circular and quadrantal deviation, as also 
of the methods employed in compensating compasses 
for them. Full examples are given of the correction of 
courses with a compass of large and rapidly increasing de- 
viation—a subject of much practical importance in these 
days of iron and steel ships—while this subject of deviation 
is made so plain that the ordinary student should Lave no 
difficulty whatever in mastering it. We observe, however, 
under this head the statement that ‘‘the Navy Department 
has established compass stations,” etc., the implication be- 
ing, of course, that these establishments still exist. The 
fact is, however, that the buoys were removed several years 
since, under the administration of Admiral Ammen as Chief 
of the Bureau—he very rightly considering that for 
steamers the obtaining of the deviation by the method of 
time azimuths was greatly preferable to that involved in the 
use of the compass buoys. 

The description of the various meteorological and other 
instruments used by navigators are full and explicit, as are 
also the directions for keeping the log. It is greatly to be 
hoped that those merchant ships that still sail under our flag 
will have masters of sufficient enterprise to follow out the 
plan herein laid down for the collection of meteorological 
data, 

When we come to the practical directions for a day’s work 
and the exemplification of the different sailings, we find that 
the useless verbiage of former editions has quite disap- 
peared, and that the text is unencumbered by it, much to 
the benefit of the student. In the problem of great circle 
sailing, the use of Godfrey’s Chart and Diagram is ex- 
plained, but all mention of Chauvenet’s Great Circle Pro- 
tractor is omitted. Tnese protractors were at one time issued 
foruse in our service, and were found to be exceedingly 
useful in the mechanical solution of the problem. The 
logarithmic solution given in Raper is here copied, a solution 
involving a consideration of Napier’s Analogies. While the 
method now pursued at Annapolis is, we believe, the simpler 
and more direct one involved by Napier’s Rules, it seems to 
us that it would have been better to have given our own 
method to the exc!usion of the other ; or, if it were deemed 
necessary to use the more complicated one, it might as read_ 
ily have been credited to Coffin as to Raper. 

The definitions and figures in the chapters on Nautical 
Astronomy are unusually clear, and the use of the Nautical 
Almanac, more especially the question of the conversion of 
time (that great bugbear of all learners), is more fully ex- 
Plained than in the older editions of this work. We are 
pleased to see that in the problem of Finding the Time, 
Chauvenet's excellent method of Equal Altitudes is brought 
prominently forward : this has been for many years in use 
senate but the original pamphlet is, we believe, long

The problem of Latitude by Double Altitudes (celdom or 
never used at the present day) receives a great deal of what 
| seems to us unnecessary attention ; as it has been practically 
| superseded by Sumner’s method, it would have been quite 
as well to allow it to,drop into oblivion. 

Inasmuch as there is always a possibility of a failure on 
the part of a chronometer to perform its work satisfac- 
torily, it is undoubtedly a wise plan to have some method of 
lunar distances available, and that of Professor Chauvenet, 
which we find here, is unquestionably by far the best that 





is known, Instances of finding the longitude, or even of 
checking the chronometer by this method, are probably of 
rare occurrence at the present day, although fifty years ago 
it was in common use, Sumner’s method (which has come 
to be the chief reliance of the navigator) is given a promi- 
nent place, and is discussed at considerable length. We are 
somewhat surprised, however, to notice that the use of the 
Q1 problem in this connection, is entirely lost sight of; so 
far as the text goes the benefits of Sumner’s method are 
confined to the so-called time sights only ; whereas altitudes 
unfit for use for finding the time (owing to their nearness to 
the meridian) may be employed by the Q1 problem to obtain 
latitudes from assumed longitudes, thus greatly enhancing 
the value of Captain Sumner‘s method. 

The Chapters on Winds, Revolving Storms,} Tides, Cur- 
rents and Surveying, which complete the work, are replete 
with information and form valuable additions. The tables 
are admirably printed and, hence, more easy of consul- 
tation than the old ones, With the exception of the errors 
and omirsions noticed above the work is most creditable, 
containing all that is necessary for the practical navigator to 
understand, leaving the theory to be dealt with (as it should 
be) elsewhere, In this connection we cannot refrain from 
expressing the hope that the long promised new edition of 
Coffin’s Navigation, devoted to theory only, may soon 


appear.

RETIREMENT OF GENERAL SHERMAN. 


HeEapQuarters Army or THE UNITED STATEs, 
Wasurnaton, D. C., Oct. 8, 1883. 


Hon. R. T. Linooln, Secretary of War: - 


Siz: By the act of Congress, approved July 5, 1882, all 
Army officers are retired on reaching the age of 64 years. If 
living, I will attain that age on the 8th day of February, 
1884; butas that period of the year is not suited tothe 
changes necessary on my retirement, I have long contem- 
— anticipating the event by some months to enable the 

resident to make these changes at a more convenient sea- 
son of the year, and also to enable my successor to be in 
office before the assembling of the next Congress. 

I therefore request authority to turn over the command of 
the Army to Lieutenant General Sheridan on the 1st day of 
November, 1883, and that I be ordered to my home at St. 
Louis, Mo., there to await the date of my legal retirement ; 
and, inasmuch as I will have for a long time much corre- 
spondence about war and official matters, I also ask the favor 
to have with me for a time my two personal aides-de-camp, 
Cols. J. E. Tourtellotte and J. M. Bacon. 

The others of my personal staff, viz: Cols. O. M. Poe and 
J. ©, Tidball have already been assigned to appropriate du- 
ties in their own branches of the military service—the engi-- 
neer and artiliery. All should retain their rank and pay as 
aides-de-camp, until February 8, 1884. 

By or before the Ist day of November, I can complete all 
official reports, and believe I can surrender the Army to my 
successor in good shape and condition, well provided in all 
respects, and distributed for the best interests of the 
country. 

I am grateful that my physical and mental strength remain 
unimpaired by years, and am thankful for the liberal provi- 
sion made by Congress for my remaining years, which will 
enable me to respond promptly to any call the President may 
make for my military service or judgment as long as I live.

Dear Sim: Some one has been kind enough to send me ® 
Weekly American of October 6, 1883, regarding wy trial by a gen” 
eral court-martial. I was so tried at Whipple Barracke, A, T., the 
trial commencing September 3, and lasting just one week. I 
koew as well as lnow knowlam writiog you that with one ex- 
ception the court was incensed and prejudiced against me, and L 
was certain as could be, without beiug absolutely certain, that 
they would dismiss me. I was equally as sure that when the 
case was reviewed at Washington by men of sense that the whole 
proceeding—finding and sentence—would be set aside, for the - 
following reasons: The prosecution introduced eight witnesses 
as tothe character of the lady I had married. ‘Three of them did 
know her. Two bad lived in the same house with her from six 
months to one year. Not any exceptiou could be taken to her 
conduct. One gentleman alone visited her, and passed the evening 
from 8 to 9 in playing games, singing, reading, etc. The rest of 
them said she was as pure as their mothers, wives, and deugh- 
ters. And two of the gentlemen are of the most reapectabie in 
the city of Prescott. When one was asked by the judge-advocate 
if he would introduce his mother to her, he replied : *‘ Certainly, 
if Ihad achance,I woald introduce my mother and sister to 
Mrs. Simpson, and feel proud to have them acquainted.” It bas 
been much ado about nothing. The woman I have married is aa 
pure and virtuous as any wife and mother in your own city, 
Certainly nove of the immaculates of your city shall ever be 
contaminated by asight ot her. At any rate,I was much dis- 
gusted with what is called the Kegular Army, supposed to be 
composed of ladies and gentlemen—too many of the tormer, and 
a great number not being what their names should suggest, 

She shall never step her footin Waterbury. I am about tired 
of writing my defence. Every one who knows me, both in civil 
and military life, knows thetin view of the recent death of a 
sweet wile, I would not demean wyself or others by contracting 
such @ marriage as I am charged with. It is scarcely worth the 
time to deny such a preposterous idea. 

I bave but one thing more to say. 
gument, the facts to be true that I have married the veriest 
street walker who flaunts her rags and sells her faded charms to 
those who are willing—what court on eartb, whether civil or 
military, can take legal cognizance of such a marriage? Ask the 
best attorney in your town, as I have dozens of the best lawyers 
out bere (the ablest one in the Territory, C. B. Rush, who abiy 
defended me), and they will all answer now, as did he. I have 
served in the Army twenty years, was all through the war, with 
the exception of ’61. Have a very bad wound received while cap- 
tain of Company C (color company) of the brave old 14th, than 
which no more «allant and brave regiment, composed of the best 
men of Connecticut, ever leit the State or lost more men in bat- 
tle. Many of my old comrades of the 14th (the fame of the regi- 
ment not being confined to its one brigade and regiment, but was

Department of the South.—Through the efforts of the offi- 
cers at Mount Vernon Barracks, Alabama, a white mule 
there named “ Mixique,” aged 45 years, has been made com- 
fortable for life. Tne mule’s capacity for daily continued 
labor was at an end. Major W. A. Kobbe, U. 8. A., the 
Post Commander, reported the fact, and said the officers at 
the post would willingly buy the animal and keep and care 
for him at their own expense. Major F. L. Guenther, on 
duty at the Headquarters, Department of the South, eu- 
dorsed upon the request: “ During the time that I served at 
Key Weat, from 1875 to 1880, the mule did not miss a day’s 
work from any cause. He is very old and has been worn out 
by his long service in the Quartermaster’s Department. If 
there is any way of providing for him I would be glad to 
have it done, as the expense to the Government would be 
little or nothing.” The paper then came to General Han- 
cock who forwarded it to Washington, saying : “I ch 
endorse Maj. Kobbe’s request.’ Quartermaster-Gener: 
Holabird said: ‘‘To promote the sentiment of kindness to- 
wards animals that are so intimately associ: ith man it 
is recommended in this special case that this mule be 
in the Department and left to the care of those whose ly 
feelings are 80 deeply enlisted in its behalf.” General Sher- 
man, the next in order, submitted the case to the Secretary 
of War, saying: “I have seen that mule, and whether true 
or false, the soldiers believe it was left at Big Spring, where 
Mount Vernon Barracks now are, at the time General Jack- 
gon’s army camped there, about 1819-20. Tradition says it 
was once a sorcel, but now it is white from age, The Quar- 
termaster’s Department will be chargeable with ingratitude 
if that mule is sold or the care or maintenance of it thrown 
on the charitable officers of the — I advise that it be 
kept in the Department, fed, and maintained till death. I 
think the mule was at Fort Morgan, Mobile Point, when I 
was there in 1848.” Secretary Lincoln disposed of t 
but emphatically: ‘Let this mule be kept and well cared for 
as long as he lives.” So ‘ Mixique,’ relieved from the 
cares and burdens of official life wili spend the remainder of 
his life between eating and sleeping and ruminating upon 
the past so full of events, even to an army mule, 
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been routed by 
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Mexican troops with great slaughter. The troops had been 
stationed so as to prevent the retreat of the savages into the 
Sierra Madre Mountains. Tbe Indians then turned and fled 
toward Arizona, closely followed by the Mexicans, who over- 
took them at the extreme end of the Swisshelm Mountains, 
where a running fight ensued. 

A courier from Lieutenant Hunter's camp on Silver Creek, 
brought news to Bowie, Oct. 26, that 75 hostile Apaches sur- 
rendered to Lieutenant Hunter, Oct 25th, and that 11 more 
were coming in, 

A recent despatch from Chihuahua, Mexico, says: ‘The 
Apaches under Juh and Geronimo have outgeneralled the 
officer in command of the troops at Casas Grande, Their 
manceuvres have been skilfully executed.” 

Advices of October 27, from El Paso, however, contradict 
the statement, and says: ‘‘Col. Fletcher, commanding at 

Bless, A. T., stated to-night that he had received no 
information, and he was positive that General Mackenzie 
had not. Lieut. Dorst, aide-de-camp on General Mackenzie's 
staff, passed through here toSan Antorio to-night, and 
stated that no such news had been received at district 
headquarters at Santa Fe.

Of the cruise of the Vipsic, the Brooklyn Zagle says : 
** During the passage she experienced very good weather to 
the line, which was crossed in longitude 31 degrees on the 
36th day out, being July 21. His Majesty Neptune was re- 
ceived on board with great ceremony and issucd some very 
handsome diplomas to the noviates. After crossing the line 
she experienced southerly winds which brought her to lee- 
ward of the Rocas and obliged them to lose several days to 
beat to windward of Cape St. Roque. On August 6, when 
about 500 miles from Cape Frio, she fell in with the Belgian 
bark Bougerhout in distress. Her Captain was dying with 
Beri Beri, and her mate bad died three weeks before, so that 
there was no one on board capable of navigating the vessel 
to port. Commander Seeley sent medical assistance and 
three officers, Lieut. C. A. Clarke and Ensigns F. Swift and 
W. G. Richardson, to take the bark into Rio. Dr. Smith 
performed a surgical operation on the captain and returned 
to the Nipsic. The Bougerhout was deeply loaded with 300 
tons of salt at the Salt Island, Cape de Verdes, and bound 
to Rio Grande de Sur, Brazil. She was short of provisions 
and her general condition was deplorable. The chronometer 
was in charge of the cook and about useless, and the com- 
pass so boxed in that the helmsman merely took an occa- 
sional glimpse of it and steered by a star or the sun for the 
greater part of the time. Lieut. Clarke and his two officers 
had to turn to and do most of tne work themselves. The 
crew was Only six men and two boys, and only one could 
understand English. The captain became delirious and had 
to be watched. ‘The officers had no accommodations, the 
rigging and sails were worn out and the latter required 
patching, the decks were awash and so slimy that a walk 
forward was absolutely perilous, and had they experienced a 
gale their case would have been desperate, while the dis- 
ease was such that all were afraid of contagion; yet they 
made fair progress. On August 10 they sighted Cape Frio, 
and without encountering bad weather entered Rio and 
anchored off Fort Villegagnon at 9 Pp. m., August 14, and the 
next morning got underway and anchored near the Nipsic, 
which bad arrived four days before. Lieut. Clarke then 
turned the vessel over to Mr. Sauwen, the Belgian Consul 
Genera), while the master was transferred to the hospital. 
On August 10 the Nipsic arrived in Rio, having made the 
passage under sail in 57 days, steam being nsed the first two 
days out and one day in the doldrums, Commander Seeley 
reported to Commodore Phelps by letter from Rio, who 
directed him to come to Montevideo. The Nipsic left Rio 
on August 24, and arrived here on the 30th, and anchored 
close to the flagship.”

DEEP .SEA DREDGING. 


“On the last crnive of the United States Fish Commission’s 
Steamer Albatross,” said Professor Spencer F, Baird recently 
toa reporter, ‘‘thirty new species of fish were brought 
to the surface. They had never bofore been seen. We have 
been dredging recently in very deep water, In fact the 
trawl bas been used in deeper sea than ever before kuown. 
The drags are made from half a mile to three miler, in what 
is known ag the 3,000 fathom hole—a depression in the sea 
bottom of about one hundred and fifty miles io extent. ly- 
ing in the centre of the Gulf Stream south of Martha’s Vine- 
yard. The find amounted to nothing except from a scieuti- 
fic point of view. The fisb, as all fish are, that are found at 
great depth, are small, and not edible. Tois deep dredging 
is only incidental to the chief object of the cruise. We are 
now busily employed in endeavoring to find the winter home 
of the common mackerel. At the approach of cold weather 
these fish leave the coast. ‘They have been followed to the 
nortbern edge of the Gulf Stream, east of Nantucket. There 
the fishermen lose them. The exact spot is called the Fish- 
ing rip, about forty miles from shore. The fish disappear 
in the stormy November weather, leave the surface and sink 
out of sight. The Albatross, which is now lying at the 
Navy-vard at Brooklyn, will leave here on Wednesday next. 
Capt. Tanner hss instructions to examine the coast between 
here and Cape Hatteras for the mackerel. They have never 
been seen south of the Cape, and it is only a question of 
time when the commission will discover their home and open 
one of the largest winter fishing grounds in the world.”

THE PROTEUS EXPEDITION. 


By direction of the President a Court of Inquiry has been 
appointed, to meet at Washington Nov. 8th, to investigate 
the relief expedition, particularly with referenco to the 
orders and instructions given to it, the arrangements made 
for assistance from the U.8. 8. Yantic, the failure of the 
Proteus to keep in company with the Yantic up to Littleton 
Island or its neighborhood, and the failure to establish 
well-provided relief stations at or near Littleton Islanc. 

The court is ordered to report the facts developed by the 
investigation, and its opinion as to whether the conduct of 
any Officers in the premises calls for further proceedings 
before a General Court martial. and the reasons for tue 
conclusions which they may reach. 

V. Benét, Chief of 
Ordnance; Col. R. B. Ayres, 2d Art.; Lieut. Col. Poe, Corps 
of Engrs.; {Major Henry Goodfellow, Judge Advocate, U. 8.

ANNAPOLIS LETTER. 


A paragraph is flying the rounds of the press charging Captain 
Jas. I, Waddell, late commander of the Confederate st 
Shenandoah, with being a misanthrope, hating the Navy in parti- 
cular, and the world in general, for accusivg bim of continuing 
the war aiter be had heard the deciaration of peace. As tothe 
first charge, misanthropy, why the Captain is a bon homme. No 
one is cheerier in conversation, no one more approachable than 
he, and none freer from hauteur and hatred of men who wore the 
blue. He lives just at the corner of the street on which I live, 
and, I believe, the one whom I see him talk to most, and in the 
most friendly manner, on bis dally journeys to the post-office, isa 
gallant Union soldier who served in a Pennsylvania regiment, and 
is now acting as a factotum at St. John College, the alma mater 
of William Pinkney and Reverdy Johnson. Capt. Waddell Las a 
number of friends among the naval officers, but he does not seek 
their company because the rules of courtesy demand of the vic- 
tor to take the first steps of iotimacy, The Captain entertains 
the warmest friendship for his old friends of the American 
Navy, and always speaks of the ancient days of his service 
1n the most affectionate terms. As to the charge that he contin- 
ued the war after he beard of the declaration of peuce, he flatly 
coutradicts this, and said to your correspondent Jast week that he 
never beard of the close of the war, beiug at the time in the Arc- 
tic Ocean making captures, until August 2, 1865, when on bis way 
into San Francisco to attack that tort. That day he met the 
English ship Barracanta, avd trom it lesroved, for the first time, 
of the close of tue war. Hestruck bis colors, put his batteries 
below, and made for an English port. Although his men were 
suffering with scurvy, and needed stores, he made a voyage of 
17,000 miles without makingacapture. In fact he could not, be. 
cause lis guns, by his ordere, bad all been dismounted. In his 
correspondence with Mr. Caarles Francis Adame, our Minister to 
Eogland, on the subject of the disposition of Captain Waddell, 
crew and vessel, the Captain having surrendered bis sbip to Her 
Majesty’s Government at Liverpool, Nov. 6, 1865, the Ear! of 
Clarendon, Head of the English Foreign Office, wrote: ‘I must 
observe that there was nothing in the depositions and other 
papers, of which you forwarded copies to this office, which, even 
if it had been capabie of being substantiated in evideuce iu this 
country by deponents present at Liverpvol before the crew of the 
Shenandoah were dispersed, would have tended to show that any 
capture had been made, or attempted, by Capt. Waddell, or his 
crew, after, and notice of, the termiuation of the war.” The 
captain, by the wey, whois @ most clever raconteur, with a most 
ret-ntive memory, is engaged up»n a book of his recollections. 
That it will be interesting none who know him will doubt.

Secretary Chandler says that a Chief of the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering will not bo sppointed until Congress 
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his death, June 25, 1841, and was succeedeg 
by Major-General Winfield Scott, who held the 


command for over twenty years—until November 
1861—havivg in 1855 been brevetted a Lieutenant. 
General, to date from March 29, 1847. 

The breaking out of the War of the Rebellion causeg 
General Scott, then waxing in years, to retire from the 
active command of the Army, November 1, 1861, and 
he was succeeded by the senior general officer, Major. 
General George B. McClellan. McClellan being ordereq 
to the field in 1862, Major-General Henry W. Halleck, 
his junior, was called to Washington, and in July, 1862, 
was assigned to duty as General-in-Chief of the Army 
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of the United States. In February, 1864, the grade of 
Lieutenant-General was revived, and on the 2d of 
March, 1864, Major-General Ulysses S. Grant was com. 
missioned Lientenant-General, and on the 12th of that 
month was assigned to command the Armies of the 
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United States. Grant was commissioned General in 
1866, and on the 4th of March, 1869, became President 
of the United States. The same day Lieutenant-General 
William T. Sherman was appointed General, and on the 
day following assumed command of the Army. On the 
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Army of the United States, speaking of it as a whole, 
has had fourteen Commanders, including the present in- 
cumbent, Lieutenant-General Sheridan, who entered 
upon the duties of the position on Thursday of this 
week. The first of these was Brevet Brigadier-General 
Josiah Harmar, Lieutenant-Colonel of Infantry, who 
was senior officer of the Army from September, 1789, 
to March 4, 1791, and in command of the troops on 
active service on the Northwestern frontier. Major- 
General Arthur St. Clair superseded him as senior offi- 
cer March 4, 1791. He resigned March 5, 1792. Neither 
of these officers, however, appeared to have exercised 
a positive command, except over the troops immediate- 
ly on duty with them. On the 5th of March, 1792, 
Anthony Wayne, who had been a Brigadier-General in 
the Continental Army, was app»inted Major-General 
and placed as ‘‘General-in-Chief” over the Army on 
the frontier. Upon his death, December 15, 1796, he 
was succeeded by Brigadier-Geneial James Wilkinson, 
who held the position until July 3, 1798. In that year 
the exigency of public affairs necessitated the recall of 
General Washington to active service, and on the 3d of 
July, 1798, he was confirmed ‘‘ Lieutenant-General and 
Commander-in-Chief of all the Armies raised or to be 
raised in the United States.” 

Although an act was passed in 1799 creating the office 
of “General” it was never filled, and on the 14th of 
December of that year Lieutenant-General Washington 
died. Inspector-General Hamilton then became the 
senior officer of the Army, but he does not appear to 
have been placed in command, and being disbanded 
June 15, 1880, with other ‘‘ Provisional” officers, Briga- 
dier-General James Wilkinson on that date again became 
the senior, and remained so until January 27, 1812. 
Upon that date Henry Dearborn, a former Secretary of 
War, was appointed Major-General, and became the 
senior general officer. He was disbanded June 15, 1815, 
and under the peace establishment as fixed by the act 
of March 3 of that year Major-General Jacob Brown be- 
came’‘the senior general officer, and was placed in com- 
mand of a Division, in which he continued until 1821, 
when he was called to Washington and _, there estalished 
his Headquarters. He seems even then, however, to have 
acted merely as an assistant to the President and the 
Secretary of War. General Brown died February 24, 
1828, aud was succeeded by Major-General Macomb, 
who, on the 29th of May, 1828, assumed command of 
the Army in formal orders by direction of the

Turning over some old files, the other day, 
we came upon a general order, of which one extract 
will, no doubt, possess quite as much interest to-day as 
when it was issued :

This order was dated, Headquarters of the Army, 
New York, November 13, 1857, and was issued by 
command of Brevet Lieutenant-General: Scott, Irvin 
McDowell being A. A.G. A quarter of a century has 
passed since then; and it has been eventful for the 
young officer who then won his first mention in orders. 
Could he have dreamed that, only twelve years leter, 
he would have reached that rank in full which Winfield 
Scott himself only held by brevet ? Yet this was to he; 
and, now that he has attained the command of the 
Army of the United States, it is well to recall that, 
throughout the thirty years that have elapsed since he 
was graduated at West Point, he has been constantly 
with and of the Army, and is a type of the regular sol- 
dier. Indeed, though still in the vigor of years, he 
comes to the command of the Army with a far longer 
service record than either General Grant or General 
Sherman had on assuming the same trust—because, un- 
like them, having always remained in the Army, he 
has no years of civil life to be deducted. That he has 
positive ideas, derived from his prolonged and varied 
experience, is well known. That he comes to his high 
position with the universal acclaim, not only of the 
Army but of the country, as the true and only appro- 
priate immediate successor of General Sherman, we 

surely need not say. 

One thing alone remains to be done to properly com- 

plete this transfer of the command of the Army from 

General Sherman to Lientenant-General Sheridan : it is, 

to confer upon the latter soldier also the rank which 118 

two previous holders have enjoyed.

‘“‘WHO IS RESPONSIBLE?” 


Dovstiess the wholesale disapproval of sentences 
during the Grant and Hayes Administrations, the rein- 
statement of dismissed officers by Congress, and the 
technical errors found in Court-martial proceedings by 
the Law Bureau, have had an injurious effect ou the 
Army, but the real responsibility for the tone of the 
Army rests at all times with the officers of the Army 
themselves. Political and personal influence always has 
been, and always will be, brought to bear on the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of War, and the General of the 
Army to set aside the sentences of General Courts mar- 
tial, and on Congress to reinstate dismissed officers. 

An officer tried and convicted of ‘‘Conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman” by a General Court- 
martial has been proved unfit to associate with gentle- 
men. If he remains in the Service, through a technical 
error in the proceedings of his court, or the sentence is 
remitted hy the President, or he is reinstated by Con- 
gress, it does not make him a gentleman; it merely 
gives him the official position of an officer. His social 
position depends upon the action of the officers of the 
Army. If they receive him as an equal and extend to 
him the usual social courtesies, they condone his crimes. 

When an officer is convicted of disgraceful offences 
and remains in service, if every respectable officer on 
the active and retired lists would inform him by letter, or 
verbally, that all intercourse with him would be strictly 
official, and have the backbone to rigidly live up to it, 
he would resign and leave the Service in a few months. 
For the protection of enlisted men, and in order that 
an officer may treat them justly and without bias, he is 
prohibited from associating socially with them. So an 
officer with whom all officers decline to associate is 
without society. The only citizen at a (frontier) post 
is the Post Trader. He associates with the officers and 
if sustained by their example, would, of course, decline 
all intercourse, except on business matters, with an 
officer convicted of crimes. 

What can citizens think of Army officers, and what 
example are they setting to the young officers en- 
tering service, when they hear them speak of in- 
dividual officers as liars, thieves, or swindlers, and see 
them at the same time treat these individuals with the 
same social courtesies and respect that they extend to 
officers against whom nothing can be said ? 

What inducement is there for a bad man (who be- 
lieves he possesses influence powerful enough to set 
aside the sentence of any court-martial) to behave him- 
self? If his social standing remains the same, he es- 
capes without punishment for any crime he may 
commit.

Tae Omaha Herald, ever a zealous friend of General 
Crook, says: ‘It must be remembered that Gen. Crook 
went to Arizona with the reputation of being one of 
the greatest of Indian fighters.

Rear Admiral Crosby’s cablegram to the Navy De- 
partment on Monday, requesting to be relieved from 
command of the Asiatic Station, and placed upon the 
retired list immediately, under the 40 years service act, 
was received -with much satisfaction by Commodore 
Rhind and his friends. They had begun to have appre- 
heusions as to his being able to retire with the rank of 
Admiral, not because they feared Rear Admiral Crosby, 
who 18a warm friend of Commodore Rhind, would de- 
cline to retire in time, but it was thought there might 
be delay in transmission of official communication, ne- 
cessary to bring about the result desired. All anxiety, 
however, was immediately allayed upon receipt of the 
cable message, and in less than 48 hours Commodore 


Rhind received orders to appear before an examination 
board for promotion, was examined, passed, promoted 
to Rear Admiral, and retired with that rank. The ex- 
amining board consisted of Vice Admiral 8. C. Rowan 
and Rear Admirals J. L. Worden and R. W. Shufeldt. 
Orders relieving Rear Admiral Crosby from command 
of the Asiatic Station and placing him upon the retired 
list were issued and wired immediately after the re- 
quest was received. Commodore John Lee Davis, 
member of the I.ight-House Board, was ordered on 
Tuesday to succeed Rear Admiral Crosly.

This nomination was tendered on Monday of this 
week, and under such circumstances that there seemed 
to be no escape from its acceptance. As candidates to 
represent the district at Albany, there were in nomin- 
ation two local ‘‘ bosses,” keepers of liquor saloons, 
wholly lacking in the proper qualifications for the 
position. Owing to the bitter contest between these 
two men an opportunity was offered to secure 
representation of the better class of citizens and a 
unanimous nomination was tendered to Colonel Church, 
who has the assurance of the support of men of all 
parties living in the district, in which he has had his 
home for many years. 

Among the residents of this section are Samuel J. 
Tilden, A. 8S. Hewitt, John Bigelow, Dudley and 
Cyrus W.Field, O. B. Potter, M.C., Howard Crosby and 
many other prominent citizens representing both poli- 
tical parties. The nomination though coming, as it 
must, from a political party, is not a partisanone, and in 
accepting it Colonel Church sacrifices nothing of his in- 
dependence. 

Motives similar to those which prompt the accep- 
tance of this nomination for Member of the New York 
Assembly have induced Captain John H. Coster, U. 
8. A,, formerly of General McDowell’s staff, to accept 
a nomination for the Board of Aldermen, upon the 
same ticket. 


A CORRESPONDENT suggests that the military au- 
thorities, in addition to giving attention to the sol- 
diers’ boots and shoes, should, if they can, witha 
proper regard to delicacy, look a little into the question 
of their shirts. He saysthe short, tailless shirts issued 
to so many of our troopers are the cause of a great deal 
of profanity, and are provocative of desertion. He 
asks us to examine any soldier wearipg an army shirt, 
and assures us we will find ‘‘the ,button half way 
across his waistband, the neckband so much too big 
that it would be better to add the half of it to the tail 
of the shirt,” etc. Weinfer that these garments are 
too often issued on the principle which is said to govern 
the issue of clothing to policemen: the tall men invaria- 
bly get the small sizes, and the small men the large 
ones; but we trust to Quartermaster General Holabird, 
who has given close attention of late to soldiers’ cluth- 
ing, to see that the shirts issued by his Department have 
tails of decent length, and that proper respect be paid 
to the physical proportions of the men in their distribu- 
tion. If the soldier cannot be fitted to his shirt, per- 
haps it will be as well to fit the shirt to the soldier. 








Some time ago we spoke of the present system of 
promotion of non-commissioned officers, and suggested 
that it might be conducive to the benefit of the Service 
if promotions were made lineal throughout the regi- 
ment, instead of companies, as at present. We are in 
duced to again refer to the matter by reason of a com- 
munication received from a non-commissioned officer, 
in which he cites a case which, to our thinking, affords 
astrong argument against the company system of pro- 
motion. Hesays: ‘I have been a corporal for nearly 
three years and am the senior of that grade at the post, 
and in service nine years. Two years ago a recruit 
joined and was assigned to another company of my 
regiment serving at the same post. Being intelligent, 
he was soon appointed corporal, and a few weeks ago 
was promoted sergeant to fill a vacancy. I now mount 
guard as corporal with a sergeant who has seven years’ 
less service than I have, and who joined as a recruit 
when I had been for one year a non-commissioned 
officer. Is this just ?” 








TxE necessity for the formation of a railway regiment 
has more than once been urged upon the British mili- 
tary authorities, but so far without success. Figaro, 
referring to the project, says: ‘‘ Every railway company 
in the kingdom should be represented in the list of offi- 
cers, 7. é., one Or more in each rank, and to these should 
be entrusted the formation, embodiment, and training 
of the companies or battalions of the corps formed from 
the employees of tbe railway companies which they 
severally represent. Then, in case of war, and the 
Government taking over the railway system, there 
would at once be a trained and efficient body of men 
ready to carry out the duties required, and thoroughly 
acquainted with the working of the railway system 
on which they would most probably be employed. 
The Austrians have seen the necessity of this, and are 
forming a Railway and Telegraph Regiment.”

THE MULTI-CHARGE GUN. 


Tue trial of the multi-charge gun was continued last week, 
the total number of rounds fired up to Friday being thirty- 
one. Since the first week of the trial Mr. Haskell has been 
experimenting with powder, there being nine grades used, 
for the purpose of ascertaining which grade or which com- 
bination of the different qualities will give the highest 
results. Mr. Haskell has discontinned the trial for the pre- 
sent, and-has gone to Du Pont and Oo., at Wilmington, Del., 
to order such powder as the experience gained in the thirty- 
one rounds dictates is best in this gun. 

We give below the results of only a few of the rounds, 
but they will be found to be interesting »n comparison with 
the work of other six-inch guns, and in view of the claims 
heretofore made as to this gun. The velocities given are at 
the muzzle, and the energy in foot tons and the penetration 


are calculated according to the well established and accepted 
formulas :

The range given for the 19th round, at 30 deg. elevation, 
is 7.59 miles, and that for the 30th round, same elevation, is 
7.95 wiles, 

The pressure in the breech and pockets in all the rounds 
above given, except the 30th, were about 20,000 lbs.; those 
of the 30th round being about 25,000 Ibs., quicker grades of 
powder being used. 

The claims of Mr. Haskell have been a penetration of 20 
to 24 inches when he used his full charge of powder, with 
80,000 Ibs. pressure, anda range of 10 miles. As he has 
already a range of 8 miles, and a penetration of 20 in. witha 
shot of 155 lbs. (the pressure averaging 19,000 to 21,000 lbs.), 
he expects to exceed his estimate. 








Tue Executive Committee of the National Rifle Associ-

Ir is expected that the Washington monument will reach a 
height of 410 feet before cold weather stops the work, aud 
that it will be completed in the spring of 1885.

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TRIAL OF THE DESTROYER. 
Caprarn Entosson has submitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy the fcllowing report relating to the trial of the 

Destroyer, its submarine gun and projectile torpedo, 

conducted during the last four months: 
(1.) Commodore Sicard’s apprehension has proved 
groundless ‘‘that the comparatively low velocity and 
great length” of the projectile torpedo will causé a 
deviation of its course in the vertical plane, in conse- 
quence of the angular motion of the axis of the gun 
“while the projectile is passing out of the bore.” 
Various tests were instituted in the course of the trial 
to ascertain if the deviation from the axial line of the 
gun in a vertical direction, imagined by the Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, took place; but no such devi 
ation could be detected. Among other expedients re- 
sorted to, a metallic outrigger was applied to the stem 
of the Destroyer, in order to determine the position of 
the projectile at the instant of leaving the bore of the 
gun. Apart from tnis practical method of proving 
that the apprehended difficulty does not exist, it may 
be shown, theoretically, that at the instant of leaving 
the muzzle the axis of the projectile coincides with the 
prolongation of the axis of the gun. The accompany- 
ing drawing of the projectile torpedo shows that al- 
though the tail-end is six inches less in diameter 
than the central part, the four metallic wings 
attached to the former fit the bore of the gun ex- 
actly, thus forming guides which insure the parallel- 
ism of the axes of the gun and projectile until the latter 
leaves the bore. Nor can any appreciable strain take 
place since the last three feet of the movement of the 
projectile within the gun occupies scarcely 1-100 of a 
second. 

(2.) It was found by repeated discharges during the 
trial, that although the projectile torpedo, as shown by 
the drawing, is perfectly symmetrical, it invariably de- 
scended on an inclined plane—the angle of deviation 
from the axial line of the gun at the instant of exit be- 
ing constant. Various methods were adopted for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the tailend of the 
projectile, as appeared probable, was lifted up by the 
rush of water accompanying the exit of the propelling 
piston. Satisfactory indication that such was not the 
case being furnished during the trial, a very simple ex- 
pedient was resorted to for depressing the tail-end of 
the projectile—namely, an adjustable inclined projec- 
tion at the extreme aft end. This device has proved 
quite successful, and now affords certain means of 
causing the projectile to continue its course in the di- 
rection of the axis of the gun at the instant when the 
projectile leaves the bore; or at any desirable angle 
above or below the gun’s axial line. 

(3.) With reference to firing the submarine gun at 
the right time as regards vertical direction, I beg to 
call your special attention to the fact, that far less ac 
curacy is requisite on the part of the manipulator of 
this gun than that which the ordinary naval artillerist 
must possess. An error on the part of the latter of 
only one degree at the moderate range of 1,000 yards, 
will send the shot fifty feet above or below the point 
aimed at, while an equal error on the part of tle mani- 
pulator of the submarine gun, the range of which never 
exceeds 300 feet, will send the projectile torpedo only 
five feet above or below that line of the opponent’s 
hull deemed most desirable to strike. 

(4.) The important fact has been{established by the 
trial that the outboard sea valve of the submarine gun 
can be suddenly opened by steam power while the ves- 
sel is running at maximum speed, and that the valve 
within the gun is capable of resisting the united 


pressure of the sea, and that produced’ by 
the powerful current § attending the onward 
motion of the vessel at the instant of openirg 


the outboard sea valve. As the inner valve should be 
so fragile that it may be broken by the projectile with- 
out sensible loss of energy, it was originally composed 
of wood; but the valve now employed is made of cast 
iron one-eighth inch thick, the form being semi-spheri- 
cal. It proved during the trial to be more readily 
broken than the original wooden valve. The metail’c 
valve has moreover proved to be perfectly water tight ; 
a fact established hy the following vircumstance: The 
Destroyer having returned to the Navy-yard at the con- 
clusion of the trial of the valves—without firing the 
submarine gun—the inner valve of course remained in 
the bore. On going to the trial ground again, after the 
lapse of a week, it was found on opening the breech 
plug that not a drop of water had entered through the 
fragile valve, which, during the period mentioned, had 
been subjected to the pressure of water between the two 
valver. 

(5.) The propelling pistons of the submarine gun, 
whioh transmit the energy of the ignited charge to the 
projectile torpedo,* performed their function without 


causing any trouble whatever during the entire trial. 
It is scarcely necessary to observe that one of these pis- 
tons, together with the inner sea valve, must be sacri- 
ficed for each shot, since, owing to their weight, they 
sink after leaving the gup. The projectile torpedo, 
however, the weight of which is somewhat less than 
that of the water it displaces, may be used durisg an 
indefinite number of discharges, as it floats to the sur- 
face after having spent a certain amount of its propul- 
sive energy ia overcoming the resistance of the water. 
It should be observed that the propelling piston is con- 
structed like a steam engine piston, with an expansive 
metallic ring «t the circumference; hence, un- 
like the rifle shot, this piston fits air-tight in 
the bore of the gun. Consequently the whole energy 
developed by the powder gases is rendered available. 
Nor should it be overlooked that the .great air space 
round the charge—the marked feature of the submarine 
gun—promotes a more perfect combustion than hither- 
to attained. In addition to this advantage, I have de- 
vised a new gas check composed of gum, which during 
the prolonged trial remained perfectly tight. This im- 
provement, together with the close fit of the propelling 
piston, and perfect combustion of the charge, satisfac- 
torily accounts for the extraordioary amount of dynamic 
energy developed compared with the quantity of powder 
employed. The maximum charge during the trial, 12 
pounds of prismatic powder, has proved adequate to 
propel a projectile 25 feet long, weighing 1,450 pounds, 
a distance upwards of 300 feet in 3 seconds. 
(6.) The following important question was complete- 
ly set at rest during the trial : is the firing pin of the 
percussion lock, which ignites the explosive; charge of 
the projectile, capable of penetrating the inner sea 
valve and overcoming the external resistance of the 
water? The lock referred to being patented and its 
construction, therefore, well known, it will suffice to 
mention that the spiral spring which restrains the in- 
ward motion of the pin, was adjusted to overcome an 
outward pressure of 700 pounds, its maximum resisting 
power being twice as great. It will be proper to add, 
that owing to the great velocity of the projectile the 
resistance of the water is upwards of 400 pounds per 
square inch against the end of the firing pin. Now in 
order to prove practically its capability to overcome the 
said resistance, besides the needed energy tu penetrate 
the rubber which covers the central hole of the inner 
sea valve, the firing piu was coated with paint, just 
before the insertion of the projectile in the gun. Care- 
ful examination after each discharge showed that the 
paint was undisturbed, thus proving that the power of 
the spiral spring although set to only half its tension, 
was adequate to overcome the resistance encountered 
by the firing pin in piercing the valve. 
(7.) The firing pin of the percussion lock being an 
essential part of the new system of submarine attack, I 
have ascertained practically that whea the projectile 
encounters a fixed or a very heavy movable body, while 
advancing at the rate of 8 feet per second (about 5 miles 
an hour), the firing pin is instantly pushed in, notwith- 
standing the resisting power of the spriral spring within 
the lock—the internal mechan’sm being such that a 
triple detonating fuse is exploded by the movement. 
Regarding the vessel (the Destroyer), which carries 
the submarine gun, I have the honor to inform you that 
the increase of beam adverted toin my former com- 
munication, has imparted the expected stability to the 
hull, the Destroyer being now emphatically a sea-going 
vessel. The mechanical device, before reported, by 
means of which the vessel is turned on the centre with- 
out backing or going ahead, has proved very useful ; 
while the present great stability and excess of buoyancy 
enables the Destroyer to carry inclined armor 2 feet 
thick, backed by 5 feet thickness of wood. 

In view of the foregoing it will appear that vessels of 
the Destroyer type, capable of defying ordnance of any 
calibre while attacking bows on, armed with submarine 
guns and projectile torpedoes, can effectually defend 
our harbors against iron-clad ships—more particularly 
since the projectile torpedo cannot be stopped by the 
netting carried by European ships, which so completely 
protects against attack by the feeble self-moving torpedo. 








On Thursday of this week, under the recent General 
Orders, Major-General Hancock entered upon the im- 
mediate command of the late Department of the South, 
now aportion of the Department of the East.

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WASHINGTON NOTES. 

The Secretary of the Interior this week informed the Seo. 
retary of the Navy that he would be glad to adopt for Wash. 
ington local time the seventy-fifth meridian time, which jg 
understood to be eight minutes eight seconds faster than the 
present local time. The change will go into effect on 
Nov. 18, 

Two formidable-looking torpedoes are now being mado at 
the Ordnance shop at the Washington Navy-yard, at the ex. 
pense of the inventors. One is the Weeks torpedo and the 
other the Howard. It is said they are to compete for the 
$50,000 prize offered for the best torpedo. They ure made 
at the Washington yard because the work cannot be SUCCES 
fully done anywhere else in the country. ‘The workmanship 
at the Ordnance shops is considered very superior, and pri- 
vate parties having work there are compelled to pay a good 
round sum for it. So fine is their work that measurements 
to a thousandth part of an inch are made. 

If Lieut. John F. Simpson, 34 Cavalry, has tendered his 
resignation, as stated in a published card to a newspaper, in 
which he also defends the charactor of bis wife, it bas not 
been received at the War Department. In case, however, it 
has been submitted, no action would be taken upon it until g 
medical board had inquired into his sanity. The Army sur- 
geon at Whipple Barracks, Arizona, reports to the War De- 
partment that he isin the hospital at that post and is re. 
garded as insane, No action has yet been taken by the War 
Department, but a medical board will be appointed to exam- 
ine him, and if adjudged insane he will be properly 
cared for. 

Gen. C.G. Sawtelle, Deputy Q. M. General, and Mrs, 
Sawtelle were in Washington from Governor's Island during 
the present week, the guests of Paymaster-General and Mrs, 
It. B. Rochester. Their visit to Washington at this time was 
made for the purpose of selectinga home. After several 
days house hunting, a desirable one was found on Hilliard 
avenue, where they will locate when the General assumes bis 
new duties in the Quartermaster-General’s office. 

The Secretary of the Navy says there are too many naval 
officers on duty in Washington, and some changes will soon 
have to be made. He has had Commodore Walker furnish 
him with a list of those employed there, the character of 
their duty, and the time thus employed. This fact has been 
whispered around among the officers at headquarters for 
several days, and as a consequence many officers are asking 
who are to be the victims. A careful watch of the official 
orders will probably show during the next few weeks. 
Secretary Chandler finally disposed of the Mayo- 
McGlensey case this week by sending to botb officers a copy 
of the proceedizgs of the Court of Inquiry ordered to inves- 
tigate their case, accompanied by » letter of reprimand. 
The nature of the reprimands could not be fully ascertained. 
Commodore Mayo was taken to task for disobedience tua 
superior officer. 

The bureau officers of the Navy Department have all sub- 
mitted their annual reports to the Secretary of the Navy. 
Secretary Chandler is already engaged upon bis report. We 
may expect some highly interesting reading in his report 
this year. The annual reports of all Cabinet officers will 
will be submitted tc the President on or before the 15th of 
November, 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are making con- 
siderable headway with the claims of many officers for lou- 
gevity pay, under the Tyler decision. It estimated that 
about fourteen hundred of these claims have been finally 
passed upon, and it is thought that by the 1st of January 
they will all have been settled. They have come across 
several cases similar to those recently referred to the Court 
of Claims, where a question of status arose. These will 
also probably be sent to the Court of Claims. It is hoped 
the by officers, termed as ‘‘reinstated officers,” whose cases 
are now in the Court of Claims, that they can delay action 
until during the session of Congress, when they feel confi- 
dent of getting such legislation as will relieve them of the 
present undefined status.

Gustavus Vasa Fox, Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
during the war, and whose invaluable eervices at that time 
are familiar to all our older officers, died at Lowell, Maes., 
Oct. 29. He was born at Saugus, Mass., on the 13th of 
June, 1821, and entered the U. 8. Navy as a midshipman in 
1838. He served for about twenty years, taking part in 
pumerous coast surveys, having command of mail steamers 
and seeing a little active service in the war with Mexico, at 
which time he was attached to the brig Washington, in Com- 
modore Perry’s squadron, He resigned in 1852, being then 
a lieutenant, and adopted commercial pursuits. In 1861 
plans for the reinforcement of Fort Sumter were under con- 
sideration by the Government. Posimaster-General Blair 
recommended Mr. Fox as being a man thoroughly compe- 
tent to take the command of an expedition. Gen. Scott sent 
for him and conferred with him on the subject. At the last 
moment President Buchanan did not think it prudent to 
allow the expedition to sail. President Livcoln afterwards 
employed Capt. Fox in the expedition for the relief of Fort 
Sumter, but it was too late, and all that he could accomplish 
was to bring away Major Anderson's command after its 
surrender. President Lincoln soon afterwards made him 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. When the war was over 
Congress created Capt. Fox Additional Secretary of the Navy, 
and in 1866 he was sent on a special mission to Russia in the 
ironclad Miantonomoh to presevt the Emperor of Russia 
with the Congressional resolutions congratulating him upon 
his escape from assassination. Un his return he resigned 
from the service and returned to his business of woollen 
mannfacturer in Lowell, Mass. 

The funeral took place at Washington on Wednesday, Oct. 
31, from St. John’s Protestant Episcopal Church, and was 
attended by a large number of prominent officers. The pall- 
bearers were Admirals Worden, Howell, Rodgers, and Mur- 
ray, Commodores Temple and Walker, Surgeon-Gen. Wales 
and Medical Director Horwitz. The body was placed tem- 
porarily in the Montgomery Blair vault at Rock Creek Ceme- 
tery. The Navy Department was closed at 1 o'clock on 
Wednesday out of respect to the memory of Mr. Fox. 


Masor Nicnoias Nouan, 3d U.S. Cavalry, a veteran and 
efficient officer, died at Holbrook, Arizona, Oct. 25, having 
come there from Fort Apache to meet his wife, who was en 
route from Texas to join him. Major Nolan was a native 
of Ireland, and coming to this country enlisted December 9, 
1852, in Battery M, 4th U. 8. Artillery ; served in that bat- 
tery as private and corporal, then in Co. K, 2d Dragocns, as 
private, corporal, sergeant and first sergeant, then in Co. 
B, 1st Cavalry, as sergeant and first sergeant, and finally on 
the 17th day of July, 1862, was appointed a second lieuten- 
ant of the 6th U. 8S. Cavalry. He was promoted Ist lieuten 
ant July 5, 1864, captain 10th Cavalry, July 28, 1866, and 
major 34 Cavalry, December 19, 1882. He served with 
honor during the war, receiving the brevets of first lieuten- 
ant and captain for gallaniry at Brandy Station and Dinwid- 
die Court House, Virginia. Major Nolan was a man of fins 
appearanve and extremely popular with his associates, and 
the news of his sudden death will be received with sor- 
row by numerous friende in and out of the Army. The 
remains will be interred at Fort Wingate, N. M., October 27, 
with military honors. 


From Corinto, Nicaragua, Oct. 8, an officer of the Navy 
sends us the following particulars of the sudden death of 
Captain N. L. Nokes, U. 8. Marine Corps, which we have 
already reported: ‘“‘He left the ship at three o’clock, on 
the afternoon of Sunday, Oct. 7th, for a stroll on shore, 
Scarcely had he landed when he complained of great diffi- 
culty in breathing, was supported to a hotel, and in a few 
minutes expired. His death has casta gloom over all, 
for, although he had been attached to the Hartford but a 
few weeks, he had become a great favorite. His funeral 
took place on the morning of the next day. Chief Engineer 
Moore read the burial service, and six of his mess mates 
acted as pall bearers. He was buried in the cemetery at this 
place, and a suitable iron slab marks his last resting place, 
He leaves a widow and a young daughter.” 

LiIgUTENANT Epmunp M. Coss, 2d U.S. Art., who has 
been suffering for some time past from pulmonary com- 
plaint, died at Huntsville, Alabama, on Sunday last, Oct. 28. 
At the time of his death he was on sick leave from Fort Me- 
Henry, Md., and but recently went South, hoping to receive 
benefit from the change of climate. Lieut. Cobb was born 
in Massachusetts, and was appointed to the Military Academy 
from California in 1866; was graduated, June 15, 1870, and 
promoted 2d lieutenant of the 8th U.S. Cavalry. In 1871 
he was transferred to the 2d U.S. Artillery, and June 7, 1878, 
was promoted to Ist lieutenant. He was a valuable and effi- 
cient officer, and highly esteemed by his comrades and 
friends. 


‘’‘romas WHITERIDGE, one of the oldest shipping mer- 
chants of Baltimore, died October 27, aged eighty-two, 
Mr. Whiteridge’s great-grandfather on the maternal side was 
Juobn Cushing, of Massachusetts, a Colonel in the Revolu- 
tionary Army, son of Judge John Cushing and brother of 
Judge William Cushing, Chief Justice of Massachusetts, 
and for many years Associate Judge of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, appointed by President Washington, 
and the immediate predecessor of Judge Story. 

Doctor Joun Zitzer, who died at Baltimore, October 30, 
served in his younger days inthe Prussian army. He was 





banished from Prussia for his extreme political views, and 
went to Hungary, where, in 1848, he was made Surgeon 
General of the Hungarian army. Three years afterwards he 
revigned that position, came to America, and settled in Car- 
lisle, Penn. During the war he was Surgeon-General of the 
State of Penneylvania. He was also for several years Gen. 
Grant’s and Simon Cameron’s family pbysician. 

A MIDDLE-AGED man, who gave his name at the Manhat- 
tan Hotel, New York, as A. M. Perrottel, of Philadelphia, 
died there on Tuesday of {this week, under circumstances 
which seem to indicate suicide. Aletter found in bis pocket 
from N. Hershler, a clerk in the War Department, indicated 
that the deceased was employed at the A. G. O., and was on 
a leave of absence at the time of his death. 

Caprain D. Puwasxr Bensamin, tho oldest living survivor 
of Dartmoor Prison, died October 27, at Stratford, Conn., 
aged ninety. For many years he had passed his summers at 
the residence of his brother, the Hon. Frederick A. Benja- 
mio. During the year 1812 the deceased was a prisoner in 
Dartmoor Prison, near Prince Town, Devonshire, England, 
he being one of the American sailors confined there during 
the war. 


Joun Treat, who was born in Waldo Ccunty, Me., in 
1821, and served es iuterpreter in the Mexican war with 
General Scott, died at his home in San Diego, Cal., Sep- 
tember 30ih. 


GENERAL Von WALTHER, commanding the Second Saxon 
Cavalry Brigade, has died from the effects of injuries re- 
ceived during the recent cavalry manceuvres at Homberg. 

SamveL Brown, a veteran of the War of 1812, died at 
Manchester, N. H., Oct. 29, aged 87, and Edward Nichols, 
another of the 1812 veterans, Oct. 27. 





THE GUN FOUNDRY BOARD. 


CoNcLUDING an instructive and enjoyable trip to Great 
Britain and Eurore, the Gun Foucdry Board, consisting of 
Commodore Edward Simpson, Capt. E. O. Matthews, and 
Lieut. W. H. Jaques, of the Navy, and Gen. H. L. Abbot 
and Cols. T. G. Baylor aud 8S, S. Elder, of the Army, re- 
turned to New York on Weduesday on the steamship Servia, 
After a brief visit to their permanent stations, they will re- 
assemble, and make certain other inspeetions necessary be- 
fore they can complete the duty devolved upon them. 

The board, in Eagland, inspected the Woolwich Arsenal, 
the steel works at Sheffield, the gun foundry of William 
Armstrong at Nevwcastie-on-Tyne, the steel and tool 
works of Sir Joseph Whitworth at Manchester, and the tool 
works at Leeds. [n France the board visited the Govern- 
ment works at Pateaux, Bourges, and Rouelle, and the Sev- 
ran Livry powder works ; also the private foundries and es- 
tablishments at St. Chamond, Terrenoire, and Le Creusod 
vad the Hotchkiss works at St. Denis. A committee consist- 
ing of Capt. Matthews, Gen. Abbot, and Lieut. Jaques wert 
to Russia to inspect the Abozkoff works, near Sc. Peters- 
burg, while the others remained in Paris. 

The Krupp works at Essen were not visited, for the reason 
that objection was made to the officera coming as a board 
unless they were prepared to purchase. Herr Krupp was 
anxious for the members to come as individuals, and witness 
some experimental firing, but it was thought best to decliue. 
In an interview held with him since his retura, Col. Baylor, 
of Governor's Island, is reported as saying : 

‘We gained much valuable information, Nothing in this 
country in the shape of ordnance can compare with any- 
thing on the other side. No works can compare with Whit- 
worth’s iu the production of steel. At Aboukoff the same 
process of flaid casting of stevl is employed as Sir Joseph 
Whitworth uses, but not as yet his process of forging by 
compression—by hydraulic pressure.” As to construction, 
the large ‘‘ guns are built up and consist of interior tubes, 
with jackets over them and frets over all. Perfection has 
been attained so far as the pregent ideas extend. The mak- 
ers are just commencing on all-steel guns. They are well 
advanced in appliances and equipments in the manufacture, 
especially France. All new construction is of steel. France 
is at present using cast iron bodies and steel tubes, but that 
is done to hurry up the work.” 

As to whether as good guns can be turned out in the 
United States as anywhere: ‘‘ We have the mechanical abil- 
ity and material, and only lack the experience; but we can 
acquire that. Bessemer steel will not do for guns. Steel 
would have to be used from the crucible or 0en hearth fur- 
nace—the Simiens-Martin process—and pure ore would be 
required. In the Bessemer process so much attention is not 
paid to the climipating of impurities. The Lake Superior 
ores are the best here, and the Swedish and Spanish the best 
abroad. They are free from phosphorus and sulphur. 
Phoephorus makes the steel brittle, and hard to get rid of. 
The effect of sulphur is the same, but that can generally be 
burned out. Steel in this couutry has hitherto only been 
made for commercial requirements, but when the workers in 
it understand the requirements of ordnance, they can per- 
fect themselves. Ihe idea is to establish a national gun 
foundry here, and the lack of an appropriation is the only 
thing that will stand in the way of the production of good 
guns, We can make as good tuols as are made in Manches- 
ter, but there having been no demand for them, they have 
not been made.” 

As to changes in the form of guns, they “are made 
longer to develop and burn the powder gas. Large grained 
powder is used because the pressure is less on the gun. It 
burns more slowly, and by lengthening the gun the force ia 
obtained without increasing the strain. Small grained pow- 
der evolves all the gas at once, and gives an enormous pres- 
sure at once without the hign velocity.” 

The further proceedings of the board and its final report 
will be awaited with interest.

To the Kditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
After talking about the matter for nearly fifteen 
years, we have decided to organize a ‘‘ Naval Post ” of 
the G. A. R. Our object is to make it a grand centre 
for Naval men, where they can always get any infor- 
mation about Naval matters that cannot be obtained 
elsewhere. ‘To surround ourselves with reminiscences 
of the Navy, new or old, to make every sailor feel that 
here is a place where he can be understood and appre- 
ciated. ‘The land lubbers are a fine set of fellows in 
their way, but they don’t understand Jack, and he 
doesn’t feel at home with them. While we are all of 
the same country and are willing to die in defence of 
it, yet there ig the same difference between us that 
there is between chickens and ducks raised by the 
same mother. We feel a strong tie that binds us to 
common interests; we have the same flag, the same 
grand mission to fulfil, as our comrades of the Army. 
Yet they cannot, if they would, understand a sailor’s 
wants and preferences. ‘They never spliced the main 
brace” or sat around the mess cloth, while ‘** duff ” 
and ‘‘dandyfunk” was served as dessert for dinner. 
What do they know about ‘‘scouse” or the mysteries 
thereof ? Their ears never tingled or their blood thril- 
led as ours did in the mid watch, with the shrill pipe 
of the boswain and his mates and their heavy bass 
voices with ‘‘a!l hands to quarters,” as some suspi- 
cious circumstances would warrant the commanding 
officer in calling all hands. 
Who, but a sailor, can understand the mysteries of 
the ‘* Berth Deck” and the antics of the “Galley Ran- 
ers” with ‘Jimmy Legs” and the ‘‘Ship’s Cook?” 
What does a landsman know about the “Fo’castle” and 
its yarns, Holystones, Bibles and Testaments, Halyards 
and Backstays, Jibs and Royals, Foresailsand Spankers, 
Maintop-men und Afterguards, Starboard and Port, 
Wardroom and Country, ‘“The Mast and the Brig,” 
‘‘Marines and Blue Jackets,” The Line and the Staff,” 
“Dog Watches,” and hundreds of other sea phrases that 
to them are an unknown language, but to us, long since 
left the Navy, as familiar as household words. 
We propose to organize as quickly as possible a 
pure ‘‘Naval Post” in the “Grand Army,” adopting the 
uniform and regulations of the G. A. R., with the ex- 
ception of the cap; we can’t get sailors to wear a sol- 
dier’s cap, so we will adapt the Regulation Naval Cap, 
with mohair braid-band, with a gold wreath and silver 
soul anchor as the device. The coat, pants, and vest, 
will be in accordance with G. A. R. rules. Our color- 
guard will be 8 sailorsin regular sailor style, with cut- 
lasses. Our Guard will be organized, uniformed, offi- 
cered, and equipped in the same manneras the U. 8. 
Marine Corps. Music same as Marine Corps. 
We want a handsome small capstan for our ‘‘Altar” 
if there is one to be had that will suit our purpose. 
Will some patriotic soul donate it to us, and we will 
pay expenses of transportation? We also want a set of 
naval flags, ensign, jack, and signals, to decorate our 
post-room, and to display on parade when necessary to 
turn out. We will appreciate very highly any assistance 
that can be rendered at the present time, as we will have 
our hands full in getting a charter, etc.; renting and fur- 
nishiug a suitable room to meetin, etc 
We have now 75 names enrolled, with the promise of 
about 75 more as soon as we get started. We have on 
hand already enough cash to pay for charter, etc.; but 
need funds tu furnish our room. Any contributions 
that may be sent will be applied as directed by the 
sender. 
We desire it to be understood that our post room is 
to be open all the time to every officer and enlisted man 
inthe U.S. Navy. When visiting Philadelphia we 
will annouvce our location as soon as it it secured, but 
it will be in the vicinity of Broad and Chestnut streets, 
Philadelphia. 
A book will be kept for the purpose of enrolling the 
names of our visitors and their whereabouts; in fact, a 
naval headquarters. 
So that you can form some idea of who we are, I 
seud you a few of our names:

PERFECT MARKSMEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of October 20, under head of “ Perfect 
Marksmen,” ‘‘ X” wishes to know the system of keep- 
ing the record ut Fort Sill, and referring to companies 
having 50 and 47 men—all a marksmen—as show- 
ing “ perfection” in scoring. his last insinuation is 
rather rough on those company commanders who have 
certified to the scoresbeing properly made. This doubt- 
ing of a score made, whether for marksmen or the 
Nevada trophy, which seems to be universal, is dis- 
creditable, unless it can be proved that such 1s impos- 
sible. In the latter case an officer renders himself liable 
to charges of a false score if found out, or his failing to 
see that proper precautions are taken to insure accuracy 
in the count. It is certainly no advantage to a com- 
mand to report a score made which the Army at large 
know can not be made. The singular part of all this 
matter, is that those who are marksmen themselves, or 
have worked with these companies, appreciate what can 
be done in the matter of shooting. By the present sys- 
tém of marksmanship a man may make a qualifying 
score in April and again in September, and thus become 
a marksmap; a matter in some cases of accident, iu 
others a case of plenty of ammunition. The true test 
should be a certain per cent. to be made inevery month 
of the “‘ practice season.” 1f every company will spend 
two to three hours a day for one year, in gallery prac- 
tice, pointing and aiming drill, and on the range firing 
at least fifteen shots at one time, and fail to qualify, it 
will then be time tu ask the question how tbe scoring 
has been done at Fort Sili; till then let us give our 
** colored brethren,” at Fort Sill, the credit due to their 
persistence and hard work. If ‘‘X” of Fort McDer- 
mit, Nevada, or any other person desires to see how 
the scoring is done at Fort Sill we will be pleased to 
have him visit us, and will convince him when behind 
the butts that our shooting and scoring correspond. Till 
then, or our score is disproved, give the companies and 
their officers creditfor the work done, and not discredit 
the score, or insinuate the success is due from the scor- 
ing or marking, rather than theshooting. If ‘‘X” will 
sigan his name, the company commanders to whom he 
refers, will be pleased to inform him how bull’s eyes or 
centies are made, in addition to other matters. If they 
make the scores, which ‘‘ xX” discredits, it will be only 
fair for those officers to ask that charges be preferred 
against ‘‘ X” for discrediting (by public action) the 
certificates made by those officers with reference to the 
shooting oftheir respective companies. This matter 
should be settled at once, and now is a good time for

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NEW SHIPS OF WAR. 


SecrETARY CHANDLER has received from the Naval 
Advisory Board the following report and recommendations 
with regard to the types and number of vessels which should 
be commenced at once in order to carry forward the work of 


reconstruction of the unarmored fleet :

Hon. W. EB. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy: 

Sm: In response to your verbal request for an expression of 
opinion by this Board with regard to the types and number of 
vessels which should be commenced at once in order to carry 

forward the work of reconstruction of the unarmored fleet, we 

have the honor to submit the following remarks and approximate 
estimates for your consideration: 

The rapid deterioration of the vessels composing the present 
flect makes it necessary that the work of reconstruction should 
be carried forward constantly and as rapidly as the demands of 
proper economy in expenditure will permit, in order tbat, as the 
old ships are condemned and withdrawn from service, new ones 
may be available with which to replace them. In undertaking 
this work of a complete reconstruction of the fleet every type and 
size of vessel which it is proposed to introduce should be care- 
fully studied and decided upon, in order that the general result 
may represent the highest development of efficiency and com- 
pactness. To secure these results the types and gradations in 
size should be few in number and distinct from each other. and, 
while each vesse! should possess qualities rendering her adapta- 
ble to a wide range of service, both in peace and war, the grada- 
tions should be such as to develop some one of the main require- 
ments toits fullest extent so that the fleet may be prepared to 
deal thoroughly with every exigence of naval service. 

It ig considered that in the commencement of this reconstruc- 

” tion at least one o 1 the vessels ot each final type and size should 
be designed and built in order that, as the work progresses, an 
equal amount of improvement due to work and experience may 


be realized in all. 
THE CLASS OF THE CHICAGO, 


There are now in course of construction three of the distinct 
types and sizes of steel unarmored cruisers of which the fleet will 
be eventually composed. Of these the Chicago ie & representative 
of the fully equipped cruising, fighting vessel, with qualities of 
speed, endurance, battery power and handiness carried to the 
maximum of development permissible without gaining in one at 
the expense of the other. Her sizeis at the limit which is con- 
sidered the best for the full attainment of these qualities, due 
consideration being given to the question of economy in con- 
struction and maintenance. The vessels of this type will replace 
those of the Wabush, Tennessee and Trenton types in the old fleet, 
gaining greatly in power, efficiency and compactness by the im- 
provements and consolidation. “Zhe experience gained in the 
completeness of the design of the Chicago and the necessity for 
the early acquirement of more vessels of this description bave led 
the Board to recommend the immediate construction of one ship 
of this class and type.

Although the Chicago represents the maximum of unarmored 
fighting efficiency her cost of construction and maintenance limit 
the number which can be built and the general active cruising 
capacity. For this reason the Boston and Atlanta were designed, 
which by an alteration in the type, made necessary by the re- 
strictions in the dimensions, maintain a combination of fighting 
and cruising qualities approximating closely to those of the 
Chicago at much reduced cust. This type of ships replaces the 
two types of the old fleet represented by the Hartford and Omaha, 
whose service records give the best possible evidence of the great 
efficiency and absolute necessity of this size of vessels in an un- 
armored fleet.

ON THE PACIFIC SIDE. 


Owing to the complete isolation of the Pacific coast from that 
of the eastern side of the United States it is evident that for com- 
plete and efficient working the fleet must be separated into two 
distinct divisions, and facilities for construction, maintenauce 
and repair on the Pacific side should be sufficient to render ves- 
sels operating on that coast and in Asiatic waters quite independ- 
ent of Eastern yards. In order that ship and engine building 
may be cultivated on that coast, and that sufficient inducements 
may be held out to people to establish factories, it is strongly 
recommended that, if possible, the vessel of the Dolphin type 
and one of the gunboats recommended should be built and fitted 
out on that side. 

The following is thesummary of the recommendations of the 
Board for immediate construction :

In concluding the report the Board deem it necessary to record 
its emphatic disapproval of the suggestions that have of late been 
so frequently made through the country that the Navy should 
acquire a number of extremely high speed, commerce destroying 
vessels of great endurance, designed in these respects with espe- 
cial reference to g»ining superiority over the large and swift 
transatlantic mail"steamers. The main reasons for disapproving 
are as fullows : In order that a competitive vessel should excel in 
speed and endurance the best of these fast packets she must cer- 
tainly cost as much to build, and be of nearly as great dimen- 
sions, necessitating displacement of at least eleven thousand 
tons. Once built these vessels would be so costly in msinten- 
ance, 80 limited in mancwuvring power and scope ot effective ser- 
vice, owing to their great dimensions, especially the draught, and 
they would absorb tor their control such a large proportion of 
the personnel of the Navy that active service could only be war- 
ranted by the most urgent necessity for special work. Sucha 
necessity would under no conditions arise in time of peace, 
which is the normal state of the nation. To warrant them, then, 
their special service in time of war must be one certain to occur 
and one that could not be performed by other vessels. Now, 
these extremely high speed packets make up far less than the one 
bundredth part of the ocean steam tonnage of the world either 
in number or value. Even if this hundredth part were consid- 
ered of sufficient importance for special consideration, it is 
absurd to suppose that such valuable material would, in time of 
war, maintain their ordinary commercial methods and lines of 
travel. The ease with which they could secure immunity by 
transfer to a neutral flag,the security which could and would 
undoubtedly be furnished through convoy oran entire suspen- 
sion of service or alteration of traffic, are considered to furnish 
the best grounds possible for leaving them out of account in lay- 
ing down the elements of fleet construction. 

The vulnerable commerce of the enemy and the one which, if 
struck, will cause the greatest disaster, is the great bulk of the 
slow or moderate speed steamers, vessels with waich ships of the 
Dolphin class are thoroughly competent to deal under any or all 
circumstances, Such being assured to be the case, it seems con- 
clusive that, since for the cost of one of these immense vessels 
eight of the Dolphin class could easily be built and kept at sea, 
no plausible reason exists for the introduction of tue type into 
the service. The cost of building and fitting out one of these 
very Jarge vessels would be at least as great as that of all seven 
of the ships which we have recommended,

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Major A. M. Randol. 1st U. 8. Artillery, has recently had 
published in San Francisco 2 pamphlet entitled ‘“‘ Last Days 
of the Rebellion.” Major Randol, it will be recollected, was 
Colonel of the 2d New York Cavalry (Harris Light Cavalry) 
during the war. He gives, in interesting style, a succinct 
account of the gallant work done by Harris’s Light Cavalry 
at Appomattox. Modestly putting in the background as far 
as possible his own connection with this important part to- 
wards the suppression of the rebellion, Major Randol vin- 
dicates the gallant deeds of his regiment in undeniable 
terms. Major Randol says : 

During the winter of 1864-65 the 24 New York (Harris’s Light) 
Cavalry was in winter quarters near Winchester, Va., on the Rom- 
ney Pike. Alanson M. Rando), Captain 1st U.S. Artillery, was 
Colonel of the regiment, which, with the Ist Connecticut, 2d 
Ohio, and 34 New Jersey, constituted the Ist Brigade, 3d Divis- 
ion, Cavalry Corps. The division was commanded by Gen. Geo. 
A, Custer; the brigade by A. C. M. Pennington, Captain 2d U. 8S. 
Artillery, Colonel 34 New Jersey Cavalry. On the 27th of Feb- 
ruary, 1865, the divisions of Merritt and Custer, with the batte- 
ries of Miller (4th U.S. Artillery) and Woodruff (2d U.S. Artil- 
lery), all under command of Gen. Sheridan, left their winter 
quarters in aud around Winchester, and, after a series of splendid 
victories and unsurpassed marches and fortunes, joined the Army 
of the Potomac in front of Petersburg on the 27th of March. The 
2d New York Cavalry sbared largely in the ylories and miseries of 
this great and successful raid. At Five Forks, Deer Creek, and 
Sailors’ Creek, it not only maintained its gallant and meritorious 
record, but added toits great renown. At the passage of arms at 
Appomattox Station, on the 8th of April, it reached the climax of 
ite glory, and, by its deeds of daring, touched the pinnacie of 
fame. On that day it performed prodigies of valor,fand achieved 
successes as pregnant with good results as any action of the war. 

As to the share of the 2d New York Cavalry in capturing 
the last supply of rations for Gen. Lee’s army at Appomat- 
tox Station, Major Randol relates that on April 8 his regi- 
ment was ordered to capture the trains at Appomattox, reach 
and hold the road Lynchburg at the time the rebel army was 
passing through Appomattox Court House. Merritt was 
hourly expected to join Custer, and the latter hoped to cut 
off the rebel line and hold the road till Merritt could come up. 
The cars were captured and put in charge of men from the 2d. 
While the regiment was rallying from the charge on the cars 
the enemy opened fire with heavy guns. Custer was notified 
of the capture and Major Randol moved on to secure the 
Lynchburg road, which was covered with wagon trains. The 
2d tried to break the rebel line three times aud failed. Col. 
Pennington tried with the rest of the brigade and failed. 
Custer tried with the whole division agaiu and again and 
failed. Then Major Randol organized a force composed 
chiefly of the 2d New York, and made a charge on the rebel 
artillery. In spite of a heavy fire, they broke the line and 
the enemy routed. Then Custer, with the whole division, 
swept through the gap, and waited not until the Lynchburg 
road was won. Other divisions. came up later, and after a 
sleepless biyouac on the hard road, Ord’s corps came up, 


| and the march was made to Appomattox Court House. 


There the enemy was met in force, and lines were formed 
for a charge, when, just as the bugles sounded the advance, 
the rebels sent out a flag a truce. 

In the words of Major Randol, ‘‘It was fortunate for us 
that we halted when we did, for had we charged we would 
have been swept into eternity, as directly in our front was a 
creek, on the other side of which was a rebel brigade, en- 
trenched, with batteries in position, the guns double shotted 
with canister. To have charged this formidable array unas- 
sisted would have resulted in almost total annihilation. 
After we had halted we were informed that preliminaries 
were being arranged for the surrender of Lee’s whole 
army.”

fish may be found, specifying the game found in each 
locality, the hotel accommodation, and the best route to get 
there. Special attention is given to the dog and his dis- 
eases, aud the volume contains many useful recipes and 
remedies for wounds, bites, poisons, illness, and emergencies 
of all kinds ; for cleaning, repairing, aud preserving every 
implement used for sport ; for selection and use of every 
kind of boat employed by sportsmen, and a directory where 
to buy outfitting goods. 

Mesers. Jas. R Osgood and Co., of Boston, are publishing 
a series of Horse Stories, by George E. Waring, Jr., formerly 
Col. 4th Missouri Cayv., U.S. V. ‘* Ruby,” the second siory 
of the series just issued, is good, but *‘ Vix,” which 
preceded it, was much better. ‘The same publishers 
have issued an entertaining volume of Army experi- 
ences, entitled ‘ Recollections of » Drummer Boy, by 
Harry M. Kieffer, late of the 150th Penn. Vols.” It 
bas thirty-six large and small illustrations, which repre- 
sent in a spirited manner the scenes and incidents of Army 
life.

M. Ziegler and Co., of Philedelphia, 18 entitled “Sword and 
Pen,” or Veatures and Adventures, of Willard Glazier, (the 
soldier-author) ‘‘in War and Literature,” by Johu Algernon 
Owens. It has forty-two very ordinary looking illustrations, 
and its character is suflicieatly indicated by the titie. 








Tue report of tue Commissioner of Pensions for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1883, shows that there were 303,658 pen- 
sioners on the roll at the end of the fiscal year. During tho 
year the names of 38,162 new pensioners and the names of 
seven hundred and ninty-six whose pensions had been dropped 
previously were restored to the roll, making 38,958 pensious 
added during the year, an excess of 10,645 over the pre- 
ceding year. The average annual value of each pension was 
$106.18, and the aggregate annual value of all pensions was 
$32,245,192, an increase of $2,904,090. The umount paid 
for pensions was $60,064,009, exceeding their anuual value 
by several million dollars. The bulk of this excess was on 
account of arrears of pension covering the period prior to 
the allowance of claims. The whole number of claims filed 
since 1861 was 886,137, of which 510,938 were allowed. Du- 
ring the same time $621.073,297, were paid for pensions aud 
the cost of disbursement.

ANns.—Send to 
the Adjutant General ot the Army, Washington, D. O., your affi- 
davit, setting torth your military service, the tact of your having 
received a discharge, of having lost it, and that you have made 
diligent search to find it, but without success, etc. Get two of 
your old officers, or parties who kuow you and the facts in the 
case, to add their testimony to yours. and send it on to the Adju- 
tant General. If you do this it is very probable you will promptly 
receive a duplicate of your discharge. 

SoLpIerR asks: ‘Are recruits enlisted since April 15, 1883. en- 
titled to the five dollars extra for altering and fitting clothing?’’

THE HEROES OF THE WAR. 


An old Army officer resident at Washington, moralhzing 
upon the days gone by is reported as saying: ** ‘The gene- 
rals of the war are fast going out of sight. Meade, 
Thomas, Hooker, Garfield, Kilpatrick, Buruside and Hal- 
leck are dead. The next few years will see that list length- 
ened, General Grant is well on towards 70. Sherwan is 
64, and he looks much older, but the family is hardy, and he 
is likely to see 1,900. The youngest of all the great leaders 18

MILITARY RIFLE SHOOTING. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tne ideas containedin the article in the last Jounnan 
in regard to target practice are admirable in many respects, 
In particular, the suggestion as to allowing good marksmen 
to return to the ir quarters after having made the prescribed 
acore isto be commended. Rifle shooting is so largely a 
matter of individual volition that commanding officers who 
are desirous of baving their men good shots cannot be too 
careful not to make tke practice disagreeable, and should do 
all they can to favor those who shoot well. 

The euggestion in regard to altering the size of the targets 
is not, however, a wise one, £0 far, at least, as general prac- 
tice is concerned. The point to be attained in murksman- 
ship is to hit what you aim at, to ‘‘shoot close.” The best 
target for this purpose is the round bu!l's-eye, with circular 
rings, as it shows just what is being done and the errors 
both in elevation and wind allowances. ‘Theoretically, per- 
haps, a line shot on a * man target” would be the most fatal. 
But while this might be the cage as against a single man 
standing up, aa against a lino of men bebiad a breast work, 
or kneeling or lying, exactness in elevation is of the most 
importarce, aud this is the kind of marks must likely to be 
presented in modern warfare. It is submitted that the point 
to be desired 1s to tram your men to hit what they aim at. 
It is then for their officers to tell them whether they are to 

*~ at the head or feet of the enemy and what elevation to 


ac must not be understood, however, that practice at any- 
thing but the regulation targets is depreciated. On the con- 
trary, when men have, by practice at them, become reason- 
ably proficient, they should be frequently exercised in firing 
under conditicns as nearly assimilating those of actual war- 
fare es possible, ‘Three kinds of practice should be specially 


1. skirmishing or firing at distances requiring to be sud- 
denly estimated and without changing the sights. 

2. Firing at small warks, representing heads behind a 
shelter tiepeb, 

3. Quick firing, which should be 

(a) tiring as many shots as possible in thirty seconds; 

(6) firiog at a target suddanly exposed. 

(c) firing at a moving target. 

The first practice is well known, and needs no ex- 
planation. ‘The second is not generally practiced, and 
yet is of great importance. It is particularly needed 
at short distances; 4, e, (150 to 50 yards), as all military 
rifles are sighted so bigh that to bit an eight-inch 
buill’s-eye at 100 vards, the aim usually has to be taken on 
the lower centre line, Yet if there is a time when the soldier 
should be able to bold ‘* dead on,” and hit exactly what he 
aims at, it is when he is crawling up to the enemy, endeav- 
orig to put a bullet into a head or arm just appearing over 
a parapet or bebind astumpor rock. Quick firing of alli 
the kinds indicated is of almost equal value. It can be best 
carried on at a target similar to the “‘ tramp” target used at 
Creedmoor—i. ¢., a figure of a man pasted on a door at- 
tached to the marker’s shelter, which is suddenly opened at 
a whistle from the firing point, and kept exposed for a speci- 
fied period. This target is also valuable, as it teaches men 
that there is a great difference between aiming at a man and 
a black bull’s eye on a white target, requiring the’ blackening 
to be removed from thin sights, and a “snap shot” taken. 
Moving targets can be readily improvised, and their value 
needs no comment, 

Practice at. these targets, by those who have learned to 
shoot, will be found to be of great value. If properly 
treated, there is au element of sport in it which makes it in- 
teresting to the men, as well as a relief from the monotony 
of the regular target practice, and thus accomplish the ob- 
jects designed to be attained by the writer of the article in 
question, 

Mut these are not the ta:gets upon which to learn to shoot 
in the first instance.

NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


For many years it had been suspected that every thing 
was not as straight as it should be in the matter of scoring 
at Creedmoor, and that many prizes were carried off which 
were gained by other means than WT pny shooting. A clue 
was at last discovered and followed up until at an investiga- 
tion by the Executive Committee of the Association on 
Tuesday. Oct. 30, the charge of bribery of scores was fixed on 
two parties. Oue is lst Sergt. Beajamin Blue, of Co. K, 10th 
Infantry, who for several years bas figured prominently in 
counection with nearly every Army team sent to Creedmoor, 
and established the reputation of a good shot, not exactly by 
the high scoree he made in the Army competitions, 
but by tbe number of prizes he managed to carry off 
in outside matches. His reputation as a straightforward 
shot was slippery, but until now he has eluded detection. 
The other is Lieut. D. H. Skinnell, of Co. H, Ninth New 
York Regiment. Of his record as a shot we do not know 
much except what was established by the testimony in the 
present investigation which shows that, although no marks- 
man, he nevertheless wanted a score, which, true to his 
neme, be tried to obtain by the “ skin™ price of 50 cents. 
Blue was more Jiberal and he paid from 5 to 20 dollars for 
hi: scores. 

Both men wire disqualified frcm future competitions at 
Creedmoor, a fate well deserved, 

While we are glad that the Arsociation at last succeeded in 
bringing these imat‘ers to light, we are at the same time 
compelled to state that they do not seem to be sufficiently 
careful in the selection of their scorers. It may be true that 
everybody has his “ price,” still they should endeavor to get 
a class of men who put a higher value on themselves than 50 
cents, and the employment as scorers of such men as figure 
in the present case and those of the Bockelman class should 


be avoided, 


THE STATE TROOPS. 
COLONEL CHURCH FOR THE ASSEMBLY. 


Ir will probably interest the National Guard, especially 
those of its members who live in the Third Assembly Dis- 
trict of New York, to know that Col. Witu1am OC. Cuurca, 
the editor of this paper, has accepted the nomination of the 
Republicans and citizens for member of the Assembly from 
that district. ‘The district runs from Canal street on the 
south to Twenty-third street on the north, and from the 
Bowery and Third avenue cn the east to Broadway on the 
west. 

Referring to this nomiuation, the Zoening Post of Thurs- 
day says : “Colonel Cuurcna is likely to command the sup- 
port of all the Republicans and Independents, and his 
frieuds are confident that he will also receive the votes of 
many Democrats whose personal knowledge of bis abilities 
will lead them to prefer him to either of the other candi- 
dates.

Colonel Cuurcu’s nomination came to him entirely un- 
sought. He ought to receive tho support of the entire 
respectable vote of the district without regard to party 
lines.” 


INSTRUCTION OF NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS IN 
RIOT DUTY. 


Tue lecture of Gen. E. L. Molineux, recently published in 
the Army AND Navy JournaL, on the defence of cities 
agaivst riots, is creating considerable interest on the subject 
amongst the State troops in various localities ; and we are 
pleased to learn that Gen. N. Wales, of the Massacbusetts 
militia, is now taking active steps to introduce its study as a 
special part of the system of instruction for his officers. He 
has now in preparation maps of the city of Boston, made up 
with particular reference to the subject they are intended to 
elucidate. When ready, they will aid in the solution of pro- 
blems in connection with the suppression of riots. This un- 
dertaking of Gen. Wales is a timely and sensible one. Even 
if the Massachusetts troops are never called on to test its 
usefulness in active service against a mob, the general effect 
of the instruction thus afforded the officere can have none 
a an elevating effect upon the standard of the whole State 
‘orce. 
It so much interest is felt in this subject in a locality 
where the dangerous element is proportionately small, how 
much more is it deserving of thorough study in a piace like 
New York, which is the hotbed of the unruly classes, con- 
tains the bulk of the troops of the State, and claims to pos- 
sex the largest and most efficient and progressive body of 
troops in the country. And, as a matter of fact, the exam- 
ple set by the New York troops in the conduct of their mili- 
tary exercises is ususlly watched and followed by those of 
our smaller States, 
The field of the employment of the National Guard lies 
more in the direction. of suppressing danger from within 
than without ; and therefore a thorough understanding of 
the promptest and most efficient measures against an interior 
enemy is at present of the first importance. Nothing would 
prove of more benetit and interest to those immediately con- 
cerned, and to the entire Guard, than an interchange of 
views and ideas on the subject between the different regi- 
mental commanders and others in New York city, on a plan 
which, although not exactly similar, would offer equal facili- 
ties for mastering the subject of Riot War as are now af- 
forded for the study of war in general, by the various war 
games (Kriegsspiel, Strategos, etc. ). 
This can be done in a variety of ways, as for example: A 
problem requiring the views and action of the different com- 
minders in case of a riot, where the locality, time, 
circumstances, strength of the mob, the stage of the 
difficulty, etc., are clearly defined. A discussion of this sort 
could be easily carried out, and it would demonstrate the 
capabilities of the participants. 
There is anctherand and more elaborate way, requiring 
more care and deliberation, but offering greater benefits. Two 
parties representing the National Guard and Police on one 
side and the mob on the other side are stationed in different 
rooms. The respective strength, object of the riot, reserve 
forces to draw upon as the struggle progresses, besides maps 
of the city and the locality of the riot are furnished either 
party. Each reports every move, with time of occurrence, 
to the judge, who furnishes it to the opposite force. After 
the manner of strategos the judge bas at all times a full 
knowledge of the game, and can at any time inform the par- 
ticipants where they have committed errors. 

These are only a few suggestion, and more and probably 
much better methods may be devised. The problems given 
above are simple and their solution should be within the 
capacity of aay officer holding a National Guard commis- 
sion. 

The qnestion of subduing what Gen. Molineux calls the 
“dynamite fiend” has derived renewed importance from the 
recent blowing up of the Police office at Frankfort and the 
almost simultaneous dynamite explosion on the London rail- 
ways. That strong measures are necessary here as well as 
abroad to prevent work of that sort is plain, and this country 
should in time profit by the unfortunate occurrences on the 
other side of the ocean, reported in Wednesday's papers. 





Seventh New York—Col. Emmons Clark.—A company 
of thirty-two full files on the floor of the large hall, and a 
recruit squad of respectable size in the small room were 

nted to Captain Appleton as he received the report of 
mpany F, on the evening of Tuesday, October 30. This 
makes the comouny equal in size to many so-called four 
company battalion drilis which we are compelled to witness 
in certain other armories. The 7th again appears to hold 
the lead in punctuality and regular attendance at drills, and 
itis only a matter of great regret that there seems to be 
no prospect of infusing a similar spirit into other regi- 
ments, a number of whom are much in need of somethiug 
of the sort, 

This was the first drill of the sixth company we have 
looked at the present season, but before entering the hall 
the strong and distinct command of Capt. Appleton an- 
nounced who was at work within, and the first glance at 
the movements and the manner in which the command was 
handled indicated the A oy of a good witter’s work. 
The column of fours with correct distances, firm 





step and correct cadence, and formed line to the 
front and on the right and left with precision, 
remarks which may apply with equal force to tbe 
obliques and advances and retreats in line. Wheels in full 
front seemed to form a specialty, and among the very 
large number executed there was only one in which a real 
break occurred, probably due to the withdrawal of the at- 
tention of the men from their work by outside applause, 
which was given with peculiar vigor from a certain spot 
ia the main dri/] hall, but which, we were pleased to observe, 
was promptly silenced by the company commander. Shout- 
ing and pointing at men by outsiders should not be allowed, 
particularly if indulged in by members of the drilling or. 
ganization, who could gain more credit and profit by 
taking their places in the ranks, where they belong, 
While the manual on the march was executed with 
fine precision, the reverse seemed to be the case 
when standing still, and the numbers had to bo re- 
sorted to. The cadence of the side step seemed too slow, 
The march in double time in fours and the formation of 
line to the front in double time, the march in quick time in 
single file, and the formation of fours were well executed, 
Asa whole, the drill showed that the company is well ad- 
vanced at this early period in the season. 

Company E, Captain Rhoads, bad 20 full files on the floor, 
During the manual it occupied the farthest corner of the hall 
facing Lexington Avenue, and we were therefore not 
enabled to form a correct estimate of its capacity in this re- 
spect. The company drilled mainly well, and showed some 
nice work in the obliques, and the halt and carry, and also 
made some good wheels both in double and single rank, its 
front in the latter case (40 files) being a quite extended one, 
In obliquing in columus of fours we noticed the leading 
guide getting out of place in several cases. The front into 
line both right and left was good, the step in marching ap- 
peared slow, the marching in single rank in line was well ex- 
ecuted, but when executing the right shoulder on the march 
several men would halt for an instant or shorten their step, 
and thus would throw out the alignments, and the formation 
of fours from single file was not as regular as might be ex- 
pected, With the exception of these defects the drill was 
good and compared favorably with anything outside the 7th 
Armory. 


BOCKELMAN AS AN AVENGER. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Tzis stated in the Brooklyn Hagle that Colonel McLeer has by 
no means abandoned the Bockelman case, avd intends to con- 
tinue what he is pleased to call the pursuit of justice. Although 
the calm and dispassionate report of the Judga-Advocate-General 
recommends that no action on the part of the military authorities 
seems desirable, and the decision appears to have given general 
satisfaction, Colonel McLeer proposes to appeal to the Governor 
to secure, if possible, the Court-martial of Colonel Austen. What 
he expects to gain by this, if successful in his appeal to the Gov- 
ernor, is not clear. As General King’s report was caretully 
examined by the Governor and Adjutaot-General Farnsworth, 
and its conclusions fully approved aud adopted by them, it is not 
hkely that they will take a different view to gratify Colonel 
McLeer. 

It is astretch of the imagination to claim that the lith Regi- 

ment bas suffered by the drumming out. The man himself dis- 
graced the regiment, but of this fact the regiment thus far does 
not appear to have taken cognizance. The energies of the Colonel 
and his board of officers seem to have been directed solely 
towards Colonel Austen, with a desire to disgiace him, it possible. 
It has taken on somewhat of the form ot a personal persecution, 
and if fostered by Governor Cieveland will end in an unfcrtunate 
and useless contest between the two regiments. No good can 
come of a further agitation of the matter; but much harm. 
The 14th Regiment has a war record of which it and Brooklyn 
are justly proud, and with all this presfige it should be the 
finest regiment in thecity. Why, then, sheuldit occupy the 
fourth place in point of numbers, drill], and efficiency? Its dila- 
toriness is proverbial.

If he will throw 
tbe misplaced energy in the Bockelman matter toward the neces- 
sary work of the regiment, it might soon hold the first place ia 
efficiency, as it does in the gratitude and respect of the citizeus 
of Brooklyn. .¢

THE MILITARY CODE OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


A CORRESPONDENT sends us the following : 

Before the time arrives for the meeting of the Legislawure I 
wish to call the attention of the officers of the Guard to some 
iu the Code, which should be amended for the good of the 
nat they may be debated in time for an early repre- 
he Legislature by the General Headquarters, and 

Regulations for the guidance of the Guard may then be prepared 

aud issued as scon a8 possible, for I take it for granted that the 

desirability of some changes in the law has so tar prevented tie 

Commander-in-Chief from calling a board for the preparation ot 

the regulations. . om 

Although there are many incongruities in the law, I will take 
note only of such as interfere with the workings of the Code and 
such as are not fur the good of the service or cannot be cured by 
reguiations. ? - 

Section 10. The rank of an adjutant, especially of a regiment, 
should be captain; the rank of an Inspector of Rifle Practice 
ots regiment should be first Lieut. and his title should be Jn- 
structor. In Brigades and Divisions Adjutants bold higher rank 
than the rest of the staff officers, why not in a Regimeut also ? 
the Adjutant is certainly of more importance than the Inspector 
of Rifle Practice, who at present is a Captain. There shonid be 
allowed to each regiment one instructor of Rifle Practice to each 
five companies or fraction thereof, whose duty it should be to 
give theoretical and practical instruction in Rifle Practice to 
officers and non-commissioned officers, and, under the order of 
the respective Captains, to the companies. 

Sec, 12. To each Battery there shall be one Captain, two first 
Lieutenants, ove second Lieutenant, one first Sergeant, one Quar- 
termaster Sergt., one Veterinary Sergeant, one Guidon Sergeant, 
andifitbe a four-gun battery fou: sergeants, four corporals, 
two trumpeters, iour artificers and as a minimum forty privates, 
asa maximum sixty-tour privates; it it be a six-gun battery 
there shall be added to the foregoing two sergeants, two corpo- 
rals, two artificers, and twenty privates as a minimum, and thir- 
ty-twoas a maximum; svould the battery be provided with cais- 
sons there shall be added for each caisson one corporal and three 
privates, aud if a six-gun battery one additional second lieuten- 
ant; tv each travelling forage and battery wagon there shall also 
be allowed three privates. in the foregoing the minimum of pri- 
vates is based on 7 cannoneers aud three drivers, and the maxi- 
mum sufficiently large to admit of the absence of half of them 
and still leave the battery with sufficient numbers, Tu a Gatling 
gun battery there shall be allowed the same number of officers 
and men as for a Battery, except that sergeants, corporals, arti- 
ficers and privates allowed to a four-gun Battery be apportioned 
to a Gatling gun battery pro rata in accordance with the number 
of its guns.

Sec. 16. One Chief of Artillery on the staff of a Division Com- 
mander, 

Tuere are seven batteries in the State of New York; it is not 
likely there will be more; to look after them we have four Major- 
Generals, Division Commanders, one Chief of Artillery, Brigadier- 
General and tour Lieutenant-Colonels, Chiefs of Artillery, some 
nine officers of high rank to seven batteries; it makes the thing 
ridiculous. 

Sec. 15. The office of Inspector-General should be abolished 
and the duties periormed by Brigade and Division Inspectors, 
and by the Adjutant-General, who should be known to the troops 
and know them personally. In the nature of things almost all 
depends on the views the Adjutant-General holds, and to have a 
correct view of the guard this officer should see each organization 
himself at least once s year, and form bis opinion ot the condition 
and efficiency of officers and men from personal observation. For 
many years the Adjutant-General was Laspector-General, and it 
{8 not many years ago whea the two offices atter having been cre 
ated wera again merged into one. 

Bec. 16. The office ot General Inspector of Rifle Practice ceuld 
be abolished without endangering the efficiency of the service.

Sec. 146, conferring brevets, should be omitted or amended £0 
as not to make them too common. 

In making the suggestion to abolish the Departments of the 
Inspector-General and the Gen. Inspector of Rifle Practice, Ido not 
desire to be interpreted as reflecting on the present incumbents; 
they are, no doubt, well qualified for their positions; but the 
Departmenta themselves are unnecessary, a8 already stated. It 
would be an immense gain to the National Guard, were the Ad- 
jutant-General a life officer, or, at least, in office for a longer pe 
riod than now; and [therefore suggest that Sec. 25 be amende 
by adding to the closo of the first sentence: “except the Adju- 
tant-General, who shall be appointed for five years, and shall hold 
office until bis successor is qualified.” 

I do not believe that the foregoing suggestions need any sup- 
port by arguments; military men will at once see their practica- 
bility and necessity. There should be as many staff officers as 
the work of the guards requires ; at the same time the number 
of departments should be reduced to the miuimum, and the 
work, whenever practicable should be done in the offices of the 
Adjutant General and Chief of Ordnance, where there are means 
provided for peiforming aud paying for the work. Make the 
law plain, give the guard full and complete regulations, a 
simple and plain system of reports, etc., a thorough course 
of inspections by inspectors, gener#l officers and the Adjutant 
General, hold the commanding officers responsible jor their 
commands, and it will not be long before the guard of this State 
will, as it vught to, be superior to all others.

There were four starters in the hurdle (twice around the track) 
which was thus far the most pleasing race.

was the winner, time 39 3-8 sec.; E. G. Ames, Co. K, came in sec- 
ond. The one mile run had three contestants and resulted ina 
victory for 8. P. Wiley, Co. H, who won the race by 50 yards, 
time 5 min, 59 3-8seconds. This, as wili be seen from the time, 
was nothing to boast of, but this gentleman not being satisfied 
with a picnic, endeavored to show up his somewhat slower com- 
petitor by running in backward about 50 yards from the finish, 
and, as he deserved, got roundly hissed for his ungenerous con- 
duct.

D.B. Cole, Co. B, was second, 
but the iavorite withthe audience. The next event was the 
fiual heat of the 50 yard dash, 4 starters, and the winner was J. 
F. Baker, Co. A, time 5 1-4 seconds. C. J, Fisher, Jr.,Co.G, was 
second. One of the most pleasing events of the evening was the 
bicycle race of two miles; this, after a close contest, was won by 
E. Pettus, of Co. D, time 9,min. 20 3-4 seconds. W. Sirong was 
second by about half a foot. There was also an exhibition of 
fancy bicycle riding by two wel! known amateurs who pertornmed 
a number ot d fficult teats. The sack race, which provoked con- 
siderable mirth, was won by F. T. Leigh, Co. E, by 15 yards; C. 
J. DeGraw who notwithstanding bis fall, came in second, 

The Obstacle race was the last athletic event the competitors 
had to run, through barrels and boxes, under hurdles, up 
ladders and over other barriers. This caused a great deal ot mer- 
riment. The success{ul competitor was C. J. Fisher, Jr., Co. G, 
After this the floor was cleared for dancing, which was indulged 
in by hundreds of couples till the latest possible moment.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Tue semi-official Cronstadt Vestnik, the organ of the 
Russian Baltic Fleet, iu discussing the operations of Admiral 
Pierre off the coast of Madagascar, expresses great sympathy 
at the ‘‘ melancholy fate of that officer,” declaring him to be 
the ‘‘victim of the intrigues of English missionaries and 
Naval authorities.” 


Apmrga Acton has directed the Italia to be armed with 
four 100-ton Armstrong guns as soon as her Cammell com- 
pound armor plates shall have been fixed. The Italia will 
also carry eleven 15 ton guns and six 7}¢-ton guus; twelve 
Nordenfelt shell firing machine guns, with 5.000 rounds of 
ammunition for each gun ; four rifle calibre Nordenfelt ma- 
chine guns, with 8,000 rounds of ball cartridge for each ; 
four torpedo tubes, and 24 Whitehead torpedoes; 20 — 
torpedoes, and two second class torpedoes; 400 rifles 
sword bayonets, with 500 rounds of ammunition for esch ; 
200 revolvers, with 100 rounds of ball cartridge for each 
revolver; five photo-electric apparati of the force of 1,600 
Carcel lamps each, and two of 200 Carcel lamps each, for 
boat use. 


Tuer British Admiralty bave decided that black or colored 
men are not to be entered for service in the Navy, without 
the special sanction of the Admiralty. 


Tue entire cost of the English Army of occupation is not 
charged to the Egyptian Exchequer, which is supposed to 
pay merely the difference between the cost of the soldier in 

gypt and their cost in England, which is, however, esti- 
mated at the high figure of $20 a month each. 


Ture Army and Navy Gazelle reports that the turret shi 
Agamemnon was taken from Plymouth into the Channe 
Sept. 21, and the accuracy of the guns and the efficiency of 
their new automatic sights were put to a severe test, the 
charges used in each case being 157}¢lb. of powder, with 
projectiles weighing 800lb, Altogether 20 rounds were dis- 
charged at distances from 700 to 2,000 yards. The greatest 
deviation in direction was about five yards, and this hap- 
pened in every case to the right gun in the fore turret, con- 
sequent upon an increased compression on the hydraulic 
springs in that weapon over the remaining guns causing 
slight oscillation of the turret. The target was struck twice, 
and the greatest deviation in the elevation was about 30 
yards. After the target practice the guns were trained and 
fired fore and aft for the first time since they have been 
placed in the vessel. In the Jnflexible it was impossible to 
fire them in this position at a greater angle than 75 degrees 
before the beam, without danger to the superstructure; but 
in thu Agamemnon the left gua in the fore turret was fired 
parallel with the keel, and the right gun was at an angle of 
88 degrees to the beam, the only damage being the jerking 
out of position of a few mess tables in the after compart- 
ment of the lower deck. The left gun in the after turret 
was fired to within an angle of 75 degrees before the beam, 
and the right gun in a line with the keel. 

A SECOND series of experiments have been carried out at 
Mr. Gruson’s in Buckau, Germany, to test the endurance of 
a cast-iron shield manufactured on his system, already no- 
ticed. Engineering reports that “the net result of the 
trial up to the present time is that eighteen rounds with a 
total energy of 20,267 foot tons, formed acrack right through 
the shield. Remembering that the plate in questiou is a 
‘side’ plate and consequently under the regularconditions of 
itsemployment would not be subject to direct battering fire, 
that for the last few rounds owing to the temporary nature 
of its attachment the shield had lost support from the back-. 
ing in the rear, and that almost all the rounds were concen~ 
trated on a small area, the endurance was such as to fuliv 
justify the expectations which have been formed of this na- 
ture of armor. The plate willshortly be replaced in position 
and firing continued, with a view to observing the resistance 
— by the shield after its fracture into two separate 
parts.”

A GREAT decrease has taken place in the consumption of 
rum and beer in India by the European soldiers, with a cor- 
responding spread of sobriety among the rank and file, In 
the year 1877-78 the total consumption of rum among Brit- 
ish troops in [udia was 253,254 gallons; in 1831-82 it had fal- 
len to 149.801 gallons. Comparing the same years as regards 
beer drinking, the figures are respectively 76,942 and 74,748 
hogsheads. 

“CuInEsE'* Gordon, who contributed so much twenty 
years agu to tke pacification of China, and to the mainte- 
nance of the reigning dynasty on the throne of Pekin, writes 
as follows: “‘China’s game is, and will continue to be, to wait 
upon events; and she will try and work so as to embroil us 
with France, if she is herself compelled to go to war with 
that Power. There are, and would be, plenty of opportu- 
nities for the attainment of this object in the Treaty Porta. 
One may say, humanly speaking, that Caina going to war 
with France must entail our following suit. This would be 
a bad thing in many ways for civilization, because the Cni- 
nese are naturally bumptious enough, and any success over 
Europeans would raise their arrogance to @ perilously high 
pitch. And evenif their success were due to an alliance 
with us, our assistance would be lightly forgotten. Such an 
alliance would not conduce to future harmony. Altogether, 
I cannot think that the world would gain in any respect by 
a war between France and China—no matter what the result 
of the contest might be; and in the end I doubt if it would 
be beneficial to China herself. Of one thing, however, tha 
French may feel sure, und that is that the Chinese would 
avail themselves of all the most recent ecientific discoveries 
in the military art, and ina struggle with a single foreign 
Power, would count a good deal on the services of such aux 
iliaries as dynamite and infernal machines.”

In reply to questions addressed to him, Lieutenant Van der 
Velde gave a glowing account of Stanley's progress. and of 
the gallant explorer’s prospects, Stanley bas baffled his 
rival, De Brazza, who was working parallel to his course, but 
still many leagues from the Congo, Stanley has completed a 
chain of thirteen stations. In Van der Velde’s opinion the 
prospect of the country thus being opened up is brilliant. A

Stanley himself will, we learn, quit Africa at the beginning 
of the year and visit England.

In addition to the experiments lately made at the School 
of Rifle Instruction at Spandau, further trials have been in- 
stituted throughout the German army regarding the suita- 
hleness of the Mauser repeating rifle for general use, and 
three battalions have already been armed with it. It is con- 
sidered, remarks the Ueber Land und Meer, in many respects 
the best weapon of the sort that has been experimented 
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upon, and has the additional advantage that the ordinary 
auser rifle now in use admits of being converted into a re- 
peating rifle of this class, whereby the entire German infan- 
try could be provided with an effective repeating weapon at 
comparatively slight expense. The sergeant-majors and 
color-sergeants of the German army are about to be supplied 
with revolvers. It is also intended to establish a uniform 
light basket-bilted sword or sabre for the entire 
army. 

Tue French have just launched the Indomptable at Lori- 
ent, a vessel belonging to the Tonnere type, and intended 
for ceast-defence. Ordered in 1872, she was not commenced 
until 1877, and after being eight years on the stocks, she 
has at last been lannched. Her dimensions are as follows : 
Displacement, 7,184 tons ; length at water-line, 279 ft. 10 
in.; beam, 59 ft.; depth of hold, 24 ft. 7 in. ; naximum thick- 
ness of armor, 195, in.; minimum ditto, 13 in.; draught of 
water, 28 ft. 6 in.; armament, two 72-ton guns, withmachine- 
guns. She is divided into a great number of water-tight 
compartments, has two screws, no sailing power, and her 
cuirass is two-thirds iron and one-third steel. The other 
ships of this type in the French navy are the Fulminant, 
which was launched the other day at Cherbourg, the /u- 
rieux, Terrible, Caiman, and Kequin. 

GunMAkInG is almost at a standstill in the Government 
factories at Woolwich, and orders are anxiously awaited to 
make up for lost time.
